Argent,  on  a  fesse,  between  three  boars,  passant  sable,  a  fleur- 
de-lis  between  two  eagles  displayed  or  crest,  a  goat’s  head  erased 
argent,  armed  or. 


Thomson  Family  Arms 

Crest:  an  arm  erect  vested  gules,  cuffed  argent,  holding  hand 
ppr-five  ears  of  wheat  or.  Motto:  In  Lumine  Luce  (The  bearer 
of  the  torch  gives  light).

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TUNSTALL  COATES  RUCKER 


Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  was  the  son  of  John  Franklin  Rucker 
and  Belinda  Coates.  He  was  born  in  Moberly,  Mo.,  Sept.  2, 
1885;  died  Oct.  19,  1961,  1:18  p.m.  He  was  buried  in  Oakland 
Cemetery,  in  the  family  lot,  where  his  father,  mother,  and 
brother  Frank  are  buried.  Frank  Rucker  was  bom  Oct.  28,  1883; 
died  March  5,  1949.  Tunstall  Rucker  married  LauraLee  Bush, 
June  11,  1922. 

Tunstall  Rucker  received  his  early  education  in  the  Moberly 
schools,  and  the  schools  in  St.  Louis.  He  graduated  from  the 
Moberly  High  School  in  1904;  he  joined  the  Central  Christian 
Church  at  the  age  of  16;  he  was  a  member  of  the  Somerset 
Chapter  of  the  Magna  Charta  Barons  in  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

For  business  reasons  he  was  a  life  member  of  the  American 
Jersey  Cattle  Club;  a  life  member  of  the  American  Aberdeen 
Angus  Association. 

When  just  a  young  man,  he  and  his  brother  bought  a  farm 
south  of  Moberly,  where  he  lived  for  over  fifty  years;  and  this  is 
where  he  died. 

He  always  liked  fine  cattle;  therefore,  he  started  with  the  best, 
imports  from  the  Island  of  Jersey.  When  the  brothers  began 
farming,  they  had  horses  and  mules,  and  did  the  farming  with 
horse-drawn  equipment.  After  his  brother  died,  Tunstall  changed 
to  tractor  equipment,  and  to  Aberdeen  Angus  cattle.  He  received 
first  prizes  and  grand  prizes  on  both  Jerseys  and  Angus.  The 
highest  prize  received  was  for  an  Angus  bull;  this  bull  received 
a  grand  prize  and  sold  for  $2525. 

The  farm  is  registered  with  the  state  as  Tunstall  Farm.  There 
are  250  acres,  a  large  12-room  house,  two  baths,  two  garages, 
two  deep  wells,  four  ponds,  four  barns,  and  many  sheds. 

He  always  believed  in  good  roads,  so  he  gave  generously  to 
help  build  good  roads.  He  gave  in  land  and  money  over  two 
thousand  dollars  for  this. 

The  farm  at  first  was  several  miles  from  the  city  limits,  but 
the  town  has  grown  out  to  the  farm,  and  the  limits  of  the  city 
are  now  just  across  the  road  from  the  house. 

Tunstall  C.  Rucker  was  the  local  leader  of  the  Terrill  Calf 
Club.  This  4H  club  was  the  first  such  club  in  Randolph  County. 
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In  1930,  he  took  quite  an  interest  in  these  boys,  and  helped 
them  in  every  way  to  become  good  farmers. 

Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  adopted  the  daughter  of  his  wife  by 
a  former  marriage,  Lois  Eunice  Adams,  now  Mrs.  Andrew 
Thomas  Stirrat. 

Tunstall  Rucker’s  father,  John  Franklin  Rucker,  was  bom 
Jan.  15,  1860;  died  June  5,  1939.  In  early  manhood  he  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  drug  business.  He  was  given  a  certificate  as  a 
registered  pharmacist  March  26,  1881,  signed  by  James  Hurt, 
President,  Board  of  Pharmacy.  His  partner  in  the  drug  store  at 
Moberly  was  Charles  Rhodes.  John  Rucker  was  City  Clerk  of 
Moberly  for  ten  years.  He  then  entered  the  United  States  Cus¬ 
toms  Service  in  St.  Louis,  in  1894,  serving  district  45.  He  was 
made  Special  Deputy  of  Customs  in  1914  and  served  in  that 
capacity  for  12  years.  He  was  then  appointed  Acting  Collector; 
this  position  he  held  until  he  retired  in  1930. 

At  the  time  he  was  working  for  the  U.  S.  Customs  Service,  he 
went  to  night  school  at  Washington  U.  in  St.  Louis,  studied  law, 
and  graduated  in  1898  with  an  LL.B.  degree.  All  this  time  he 
was  caring  for  his  wife  and  two  boys.  His  father  was  Franklin 
Head  Rucker  and  his  mother  was  Amanda  Thomson,  daughter 
of  Asa  Quarles  Thomson,  and  Margaret  Wallace  was  his  wife. 

Tunstall  Coates  Rucker,  passed  on  his  membership  in  the 
Magna  Charta  Barons  to  his  adopted  daughter’s  son.  He  could 
do  this,  as  his  and  his  wife’s  genealogical  lines  are  very  much 
the  same,  as  they  are  third  cousins,  or  as  some  say,  second 
cousins  once  removed. 

Tunstall  Rucker’s  father  married  Belinda  Coates,  daughter  of 
Tunstall  Coates  and  Amanda  Smith,  in  1882. 

He  was  the  son  of  Franklin  Head  Rucker,  son  of  Minor 
Rucker  and  Harriet  Head,  both  of  Virginia. 

One  uncle  of  John  Franklin  Head  Rucker  was  Minor  J. 
Rucker,  M.D.,  born  Jan.  5,  1829,  the  son  of  Minor  Rucker  and 
Harriet  Head,  who  was  educated  at  Lost  Cedar  Academy  in 
Huntsville,  Mo.  He  attended  school  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  in 
1849  graduated  from  the  medical  department  of  the  University 
of  Louisville,  Ky. 

Minor  J.  Rucker  was  of  a  family  of  eight  children;  he  married 
Narcissa  Givens,  daughter  of  William  Givins  and  Mary  Steven- 
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son.  He  practiced  in  Huntsville  awhile,  then  went  to  California. 
In  1851  he  returned  to  Missouri,  locating  at  Keytesville. 

Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  was  married  on  June  11,  1922,  to 
LauraLee  Bush,  daughter  of  Atty.  William  Dennis  Bush  and 
Ruth  Victoria  Thomson,  daughter  of  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson 
and  Elizabeth  Goodwin. 

When  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  was  in  school,  the  kids  nick¬ 
named  him  “Tunce,”  and  that  has  clung  to  him  ever  since. 

The  record  of  the  life  of  “Tunce”  Coates  Rucker  may  be 
found  in  the  book,  The  History  of  Randolph  County ,  Mo., 
printed  in  1920,  by  J.  H.  Waller,  p.  450.  His  father’s  is  recorded 
in  Biographical  Vol.  5,  page  20,  Centennial  History  of  Missouri, 
_  Life  of  John  Franklin  Rucker. 

John  Franklin  Rucker’s  father’s  mother  was  Harriet  Head; 
General  Sterling  Price’s  wife  was  Martha  Head;  Dagney  Garth’s 
wife  was  Amanda  Head.  These  three  women  were  sisters,  the 
daughters  of  John  Head  of  Virginia,  later  of  Missouri. 

In  the  next  generation  of  the  Head  family,  one  Harrett  Head 
married  Jim  Wight;  Florence  Head  married  William  Smith;  Fae 
Head  married  a  Mr.  Moorhead,  all  from  Missouri. 


WHO’S  WHO  OF  LAURALEE  BUSH  RUCKER 

LauraLee  Bush  Rucker  started  as  a  girl  on  a  career  of  music, 
studying  at  Missouri  Valley  College  at  Marshall,  Mo.  She  taught 
music  for  twenty  years,  including  piano,  voice,  violin,  guitar, 
mandolin,  as  well  as  art,  painting  in  oils  and  water  colors. 

Born  in  Marshall,  Mo.,  the  daughter  of  William  Dennis  Bush 
(attorney)  and  a  leader  in  many  organizations,  she  joined  the 
United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  at  the  age  of  18  at 
Marshall,  Mo.,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the  United  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  Confederacy  at  Moberly,  Mo.  Her  father,  William 
Dennis  Bush,  had  been  a  captain  in  the  Civil  War. 

In  1923  she  was  elected  Democratic  committeewoman  from 
Sugar  Creek  Township,  and  held  this  office  for  twenty-four 
years;  she  joined  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  in 
Jan.,  1916  in  Moberly,  Mo.,  and  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Colonists  in  St.  Louis,  organizing  the  Moberly  Chapter  in  1948. 
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She  was  State  Treasurer  of  this  organization  for  two  years,  then 
the  State  Regent  for  two  years.  A  member  of  the  State  Officers 
Club,  she  was  Regent  of  the  Mobrly  Chapter  for  four  years. 
She  joined  the  Missouri  Organization  of  the  Colonial  Wars  on 
Oct.  8,  1952.  She  also  became  a  member  of  the  Daughters  of 
1812.  She  was  made  Honorary  State  Regent  for  life  in  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Colonists’  national  organization. 

The  real  honor  came  when  she  was  invited  to  join  the  National 
Society  of  the  Magna  Charta  Dames  in  July  1955  as  a  direct 
descendant  of  several  of  the  barons  who  had  demanded  a 
Charter  of  King  John.  On  May  3,  1955,  she  joined  the  Colonial 
Order  of  the  Crown,  Washington,  D.  C.,  as  a  direct  descendant 
of  royalty. 

She  joined  the  Descendants  of  the  Knights  of  the  Most  Noble 
Order  of  the  Garter,  Jan.  5,  1960.  This  is  an  international  or¬ 
ganization.  She  named  her  daughter,  Mrs.  A.  T.  Stirrat  (Lois 
Eunice  Adams),  her  successor.  The  invitation  read: 

The  Society  of  Descendants  of  the  Most  Noble  Order  of  the 
Garter  takes  pleasure  in  inviting  you,  Mrs.  Tunstall  Coates 
Rucker,  to  permit  your  name  to  be  placed  in  nomination  for 
enrollment  as  a  founder,  with  the  privilege  of  naming  your 
successor.  If  this  interests  you,  please  send  the  fee  to  the 
Signet  Mary  Elizabeth  Griffith.  The  Certificate,  with  a  gold 
pendant,  will  be  sent  you. 

Besides  teaching  music,  art,  and  painting,  Mrs.  Rucker  has 
composed  a  number  of  pieces,  both  words  and  music,  drew  the 
designs  for  the  covers,  and  had  them  copyrighted. 

LauraLee  Bush  married  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  on  June  11, 
1922.  They  are  third  cousins,  and  his  lineage  is  much  the  same 
as  hers:  his  grandmother,  Amanda  Thomson  Rucker,  and  her 
grandfather,  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson,  were  first  cousins. 

Mrs.  Rucker  has  one  daughter  by  a  former  marriage,  Lois 
Eunice  Adams  (Mrs.  A.  T.  Stirrat),  who  is  also  interested  in 
the  same  organizations  as  her  mother;  mother  and  daughter  were 
State  Regents  of  two  of  the  largest  organizations  in  Missouri  at 
the  same  time:  Mrs.  Rucker  for  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Colonists,  and  Mrs.  Stirrat  for  the  D.A.R.,  1952-1954. 
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Mrs.  Stirrat  held  the  office  of  State  Treasurer  for  the  D.A.R. 
for  two  years,  and  was  made  Honorary  State  Regent  for  life  of 
the  Missouri  Chapters. 

The  St.  Louis  Chapter  of  the  D.A.R.  presented  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Andrew  Thomas  Stirrat  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
State  Regent  of  the  Missouri  State  Society,  D.A.R.,  as  follows: 

The  St.  Louis  Chapter  deems  it  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege 
and  an  honor  to  present  Mrs.  Stirrat  for  this  high  office.  In 
addition  to  serving  her  chapter  in  various  and  numerous  im¬ 
portant  committees,  she  has  served  on  the  executive  board  for 
eight  years;  she  has  served  the  State  Society  as  State  Chairman 
of  Junior  Membership,  Mid-West  Regional  Chairman  of  Junior 
Membership,  served  with  great  distinction  as  State  Treasurer, 
and  is  now  completing  a  term  of  service  as  State  Vice  Regent. 

Mrs.  Stirrat  is  completing  her  term  as  Regent  of  the  St. 
Louis  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Colonists,  is  serv¬ 
ing  on  the  board  of  the  Confederate  Dames  Chapter  of  the 
United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
St.  Louis  Parliamentary  Law  Club;  she  is  a  member  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  (St.  Michael  and  St.  George).

age  of  sixteen,  and  graduated  from  the  Moberly  Commercial 
College.  She  attended  the  Sian  Academy,  at  Marshall,  Mo.,  and 
the  Missouri  Valley  College,  at  Marshall,  Mo. 

The  first  Adams  family  in  America,  1640:  John  Adams,  second

Lois  Eunice  Adams  married  Andrew  Thomas  Stirrat  on  Aug. 
27,  1928.  Mr.  Stirrat  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Louis  grammar  and 
high  schools.  He  joined  the  Navy  when  he  was  seventeen,  took 
basic  training  at  Great  Lakes  Naval  Base,  and  served  in  the 
Atlantic  Fleet  during  World  War  I.  He  took  an  examination, 
privileged  to  all  in  the  Fleet,  and  tied  with  one  other  boy  for 
highest  grade.  He  had  his  choice  of  going  to  Annapolis  or  Har¬ 
vard  Radio  School.  Being  young  and  patriotic,  he  chose  Harvard 
so  he  could  serve  his  country  quicker.  He  was  stationed  in 
Honolulu,  Hawaii,  for  five  years,  and  at  the  radio  station  in 
Pearl  Harbor  he  was  one  link  in  the  first  round-the-world  radio 
message. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andrew  Thomas  Stirrat  have  two  children,  Lois 
Lee  and  Thomas  Merrill. 

Lois  Lee  Stirrat  was  born  May  14,  1931.  She  attended  the 
Villa  Duchesne  Academy  of  the  Sacred  Heart  for  twelve  years, 
graduating  with  honors  in  June  1948.  In  August  1951  she  re¬ 
ceived  an  AB.A.  degree  from  Washington  U.,  majoring  in  edu¬ 
cation  and  political  science. 

She  was  president  of  the  Varsity  Club  in  her  senior  year  at 
Villa  Duchesne;  was  a  member  of  Gamma  Phi  Beta  Sorority  at 
Washington  U.;  attended  St.  Louis  U.  Law  School. 

Thomas  Merrill  Stirrat,  born  April  29,  1943,  graduated  from 
the  eighth  grade  at  Barat  Hall,  Sacred  Heart  School  for  Boys. 
He  then  attended  Pine  Crest  Preparatory  School,  a  private  co-ed 
school  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla.,  after  the  family  moved  from 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  Florida.  He  is  now  in  the  eleventh  grade,  is 
member  of  Student  Council;  Secretary  of  Key  Club;  member  of 
Beta  Club,  National  Honor  Society;  French  Club;  captain  of 
varsity  basketball  and  on  track  team.  He  also  belongs  to  the 
Holiday  Cotillion  Club  of  Fort  Lauderdale.  He  had  an  appoint¬ 
ment  from  Sen.  George  Smathers  of  Florida  to  Annapolis.  He 
has  passed  his  physical  and  will  take  the  written  examination 
this  coming  Nov.,  1960.  Feb.  1963,  Tommy  Stirrat  is  attending 
U.S.  Air  Force  Academy  in  Colorado.  He  made  the  dean’s  merit 
list  for  outstanding  academic  achievement  at  the  Air  Force 
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Academy,  and  will  wear  the  silver  star  on  his  sleeve  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  honor  accorded  him  by  the  Dean  of  Faculty.

Born  May  17,  1907,  Lois  Eunice  Adams  ( Mrs.  Andrew  Thomas 
Stirrat),  is  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Tunstall  C.  Rucker.  Her  great¬ 
grandfather,  J.  J.  Adams,  Sr.,  was  bom  in  Kentucky  in  1801, 
came  to  Missouri  in  1820,  walked  all  the  way  to  St.  Louis  driving 
a  herd  of  sheep  to  market.  He  was  a  farmer,  owned  many  slaves, 
and  raised  tobacco,  as  well  as  grain.  Bom  to  J.  J.  Adams,  Sr., 
and  his  wife  were  ten  children:  Absolom,  James,  Peter,  John, 
Joe,  Martin,  Rev.  Edward,  Sarah,  Anna,  Eliza,  and  Jeptha  J.,  Jr. 
Jeptha  J.,  Jr.,  was  bom  Dec.  24,  1838,  and  married  Elizabeth 
Holbrook,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Colbert  Holbrook  and  Nancy 
Milam. 

Jeptha  J.,  Jr.,  had  seven  children:  Alice,  who  died  Oct.  1, 
1892;  Lula,  who  married  J.  J.  Breusch,  had  five  children  (Jay, 
Fred,  Elizabeth,  Naomi  and  Henry);  Cora,  who  married  E.  P. 
Hill;  Ernest,  who  died  June  16,  1918;  Atlanta,  who  died  as  a 
baby;  Naomi  J.,  who  married  Roy  Hotchkiss,  had  a  daughter 
who  had  seven  children.  Samuel  B.  was  born  in  Randolph 
County,  April  6,  1868.  He  was  educated  in  the  Moberly  schools 
and  attended  Missouri  Valley  College  at  Marshall.  He  was  an 
engineer  for  the  Wabash.  His  mother  was  Elizabeth  Holbrook. 
Her  father,  Colbert  Holbrook,  came  to  Missouri  and  bought 
three  hundred  acres  of  land  just  west  of  Moberly.  They  were  the 
parents  of  eight  children:  Solomon,  Caleb,  Buss,  Benjamin, 
Miranda  (wife  of  William  Richardson),  Jennie  (wife  of  Henry

Henry  Harman,  Sr.,  came  to  Virginia  from  the  Isle  of  Man  in 
1755.

His 
children  were  Elias,  Adam,  George,  Hezekiah,  Polly,  Mathias, 
Lydia,  Daniel,  Roda,  Louisa,  and  Henry,  Jr.  (Verified  by  Na¬ 
tional  D.A.R.,  No.  62256-193615;  by  National  D.A.C.,  No.  13824- 
8829. ) 


WILLIAM  DENNIS  BUSH 
Father  of  Mrs.  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker 

William  Dennis  Bush  was  bom  in  the  State  of  New  York,  Jan. 
16,  1827.  He  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Caleb  Bush,  Baptist  minister. 
His  mother  was  Elizabeth  Lockwood.  When  very  young  his 
parents  moved  to  Massachusetts,  then  to  Ohio,  and  then  to 
Missouri,  first  in  Clark  County,  then  to  Marshall,  Mo.  At  the  age 
of  seventeen  he  began  the  study  of  law  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Bar  in  Clark  County.  He  was  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Clark 
County,  in  the  town  of  Kahoka.  He  continued  to  practice  law 
there  until  1861. 

He  joined  the  Confederate  army,  General  Martin’s  Green 
Brigade.  He  was  in  the  army  for  the  full  time  of  four  years;  at 
the  close  of  the  war  he  was  mustered  out  as  Captain  of  Company 
D  in  Col.  Priest’s  regiment. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  he  went  to  Marshall,  Mo.,  to  live  and 
opened  a  law  office  there.  He  practiced  continually  until  1899, 
when  he  was  elected  Probate  Judge.  This  office  he  held  for  eight 
years. 
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He  was  an  enthusiastic  Democrat  and  stumped  the  state  for 
William  Jennings  Bryan,  made  speeches  almost  every  day  or 
weeknight  for  many  months. 

He  edited  the  Marshall  Gazette ,  a  weekly  newspaper,  at  the 
time  when  they  had  to  set  the  type  by  hand.  It  was  some  time 
after  1877. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  Order.  In  a  history  of  Free  Masonry  in  Saline 
County,  Mo.,  you  will  find  listed  the  name  of  William  Dennis 
Bush,  a  member  of  Trilumina  Lodge  No.  205. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  in  Dec.  1910,  he  was  a  Knight  Tem¬ 
plar,  Order  of  Masonry. 

Judge  Bush  was  married  twice,  first  to  Annie  Payne  in  1867; 
she  died  in  1873.  He  married  Buth  Victoria  Thomson,  Feb.  2, 
1876;  she  was  the  daughter  of  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson  and 
Elizabeth  Eleanora  Goodwin.  There  were  no  children  by  the 
first  marriage,  but  ten  by  the  second.  The  children  were  Pike 
Caleb,  George  Vest,  Elizabeth  Ruth,  Freeman,  LauraLee,  Mary 
Victoria,  William  Voorhees,  Marion  Francis,  Thomas  Jefferson, 
and  Frank  Cockrell. 

Ruth  Victoria  Thomson  was  born  June  16,  1854.  During  the 
Civil  War  she  was  sent  by  her  parents  to  her  mother’s  people 
and  attended  a  convent  as  a  day  scholar,  receiving  her  early 
education  in  Lexington,  Ky.  Her  father  owned  two  thousand 
acres  just  south  of  where  Slater,  Mo.,  now  is.  She  retained 
through  life  and  passed  on  to  her  children  the  social  decorum 
and  behavior  and  literary  values  she  received  at  this  school.  She 
was  ambitious  that  her  children  receive  adequate  education. 
She  read  and  studied  much  all  through  life.  She  joined  the 
Rehobeth  Church,  north  of  Slater,  at  the  age  of  nine.  After 
marriage  she  joined  the  Baptist  Church  at  Marshall. 

William  Dennis  Bush  and  wife  Ruth  Victoria  are  buried  at 
Ridge  Park  Cemetery,  at  Marshall;  also  George  Vest,  their  son. 

William  Dennis,  b.  1827;  d.  1910.  Ruth  Thomson,  his  wife, 
b.  1854;  d.  1939.  George  Vest,  b.  1878;  d.  1913.  Pike  Caleb,  b. 
1876;  d.  1952.  Elizabeth  Ruth,  b.  1880;  d.  Oct.  27,  1957,  buried 
at  Point  Pleasant,  W.  Va. 

Pike  is  buried  at  Nelson,  Missouri,  City  Cemetery,  as  was  his 
wife  Metty  Jones  and  his  daughters  Louise  and  Catherine. 

This  information  is  recorded  in  Encyclopedia  of  the  History 
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of  Missouri ,  p.  450.  The  United  States  Biographical  Dictionary , 
Missouri  Edition,  printed  in  1878,  p.  269,  contains  some  of  the 
older  members  of  the  Bush  family.  It  says  bullet  molds  used 
to  mold  bullets  during  the  Revolutionary  War  are  owned  by 
William  Dennis  Bush,  and  were  used  by  his  grandpa,  Lemuel 
Bush,  who  had  received  a  land  grant  for  service  in  Revolutionary 
War. 


THE  LINEAGE  OF  CALEB  BUSH 
SON  OF  LEMUEL  BUSH  AND  ANN  FREEMAN 

Caleb  Bush  was  born  in  1801,  in  New  York,  but  moved  to  Ohio 
when  quite  young.  He  attended  Harvard  and  was  a  student  of 
the  Bible,  which  he  read  in  the  original  Greek  and  Hebrew. 

He  was  a  Baptist  minister  and  a  pioneer  evangelist  of  reknown, 
and  organized  and  established  more  churches  than  any  other 
man  of  his  time.  His  love  for  humanity,  his  loyalty  to  his  country 
and  his  God  were  known  to  all.  He  was  a  Whig,  but  later  joined 
the  Democratic  party;  he  was  of  English,  Irish,  and  Welsh 
descent.  He  was  descended  from  the  same  stock  as  Chief  Justice 
Bush  of  Ireland,  and  Richard  Bush,  whom  Richard  the  Lion- 
Hearted  knighted,  and  from  whom  the  Earls  of  Bushan  are 
descended. 

Caleb  Bush  married  Elizabeth  Lockwood,  who  was  born  in 
1805.  Her  father,  Samuel  Lockwood,  was  of  English  descent. 
Her  mother,  Talatha  Cary,  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Cary  of 
Revolutionary  War  fame;  her  mother,  Tabitha  Cummins,  was 
the  daughter  of  the  Lord  Cummins  of  England,  being  related  to 
the  royal  house  of  Scotland. 

Caleb  Bush  lived  to  be  quite  old;  he  died  at  the  home  of  his 
son,  attorney  William  Dennis  Bush,  and  was  buried  at  Union 
Church,  six  miles  north  of  Marshall.  This  church  was  one  of  the 
churches  he  had  organized.  He  and  his  wife  are  both  buried 
there.  He  died  in  1892. 

A  letter  written  to  Laura  Bush  Rucker  in  1903  is  as  follows: 
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Kahoka,  Mo.,  Sept.  10,  1903 


My  dear  niece: 

It  was  with  pleasure  I  received  your  letter.  In  reply  I  have  not 
the  dates  that  you  wish.  All  you  wish  to  know  you  will  find 
answered  in  the  lineage  papers  that  your  father  used  to  keep  in 
a  small  tin  box  in  his  desk,  containing  the  history  of  my  grand¬ 
mother’s  life,  Lord  Cummins’  daughter,  to  the  time  of  her  mar¬ 
riage,  and  other  family  records.  My  father,  Caleb  Bush,  had  one 
sister  Mary,  who  married  Mr.  Walcott  and  lived  in  the  western 
part  of  New  York.  Their  son  was  in  a  high  office  in  Colorado.  I 
think  it  was  Senator.

William  Dennis  Bush  was  named  for  Dennis  Hanks,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Sarah  Bush’s  daughter,  Sarah  Johnston. 

Samuel  T.  Bush,  1st,  born  Feb.  25,  1638 
This  line  accepted  by  the  National 
Society,  Daughters  of  the  American 
Colonists,  and  is  recorded  in  Washington. 

The  story  of  John  Bush  and  his  wife  Grace  is  in  book  form  and 
came  from  the  Biblio  Company,  Pompton  Lakes,  New  Jersey. 
The  coat  of  arms  of  this  branch  of  the  family  is  found  in  a  book 
written  by  Beatrice  Bush,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  Congressional 
Library  in  Washington,  D.C. 

John  Bush  and  his  wife  Grace  came  from  England  to  Sudbury, 
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Mass.,  arriving  in  Boston  in  1635,  where  his  sons  John  and 
Samuel  were  born. 

Records  in  the  town  of  Westfield  and  Sudbury,  Mass.,  further 
substantiate  all  information  of  this  family;  family  records  owned 
by  Mary  Bush  Shipman  of  Silver  Bay,  New  York,  and  by  Seth  L. 
Bush  of  Holyoke,  Mass.,  also  by  William  Dennis  Bush  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  were  found  to  be  alike,  although  these  families  had  never 
met.  This  proves  the  records  were  well  kept. 

Records  of  the  town  of  Westfield  were  the  same  as  those  from 
Burk’s  History  of  Nobility ,  Vol.  II,  which  can  be  found  in  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Richard  Cummins  settled  in  Scotland  about 
1150.  His  son  William,  born  in  1163,  was  sent  by  William  the 
Lyon  to  King  John  in  1200.  He  married  Mary  Bushan,  from 
whom  the  Earls  of  Bushan  were  descended.  Bushan  was  changed 
to  Bush,  see  Vol.  2,  which  can  be  traced  back  to  1635  to  John 
Bush,  the  first  in  America. 

Samuel  Bush  was  the  son  of  John  Bush.  He  was  born  1638  in 
Boston.  He  married  Mary  in  1687.  She  died,  and  he  married 
again.  His  son  Samuel  Bush,  2nd,  of  Sudbury,  Mass.,  and  his 
brother,  John,  were  members  of  the  Militia  for  Ulster  and 
Dutchess  Counties  in  the  7th  company  of  foot  ( Smith’s  History 
of  D.  Company,  214,  New  York. ) 

LauraLee  Bush  was  the  daughter  of  William  D.  Bush,  who 
was  the  son  of  Caleb  Bush,  whose  parents  were  Lemuel  Bush 
and  his  wife,  Ann  Freeman.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  Lane. 
Lemuel  was  the  son  of  Eli  Bush,  born  in  1745,  who  in  turn  was 
the  son  of  Silas  and  wife  Ann  Weller.  Silas  was  the  son  of  Oba- 
diah  Bush,  born  on  May  30,  1713,  whose  first  wife  was  Sarah 
Morley  and  whose  second  wife  was  Lidia.  Silas  was  Lidia’s  son. 
Obadiah  was  the  son  of  Samuel  Bush,  2nd,  of  Sudbury,  Mass., 
and  was  bom  in  1677.  He  is  the  son  of  Samuel  Bush,  1st,  and  he 
was  the  son  of  John  Bush  and  his  wife  Grace. 

A  land  grant  to  Lemuel  Ter  Bush,  signed  by  Nathaniel  Pitcher, 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  New  York,  the  20th  day  of  October, 
1828,  is  recorded  in  Book  30  of  Patents,  page  56.  The  land  grant 
is  in  the  County  of  Washington,  and  is  distinguished  as  Lot  No. 
87  and  88  of  the  bay  tract  on  the  east  side  of  Lake  George,  each 
to  be  160;  320  in  all.  A  copy  of  this  land  grant  is  owned  by 
LauraLee  Bush  Rucker. 
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GENEALOGY  OF  THE  LOCKWOOD  FAMILY

Gen.  I,  page  1  to  page  6:  Robert  Lockwood  came  from  Eng¬ 
land  about  1630  and  settled  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  where  his  six 
children  were  bom  and  where  their  births  are  recorded.  Four 
others  were  born  in  England. 

He  was  made  a  freeman  of  Edmond  Lockwood,  and  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  his  brother.  About  1646  he  moved  from  Watertown, 
Mass.,  to  Fairfield,  Conn.,  where  he  died  in  1658.  He  was  ap¬ 
pointed  sergeant  at  Fairfield  in  May,  1657.  His  name  is  recorded 
as  a  settler  of  Fairfield  as  early  as  1641.  An  inventory  of  his 
property  as  made  on  Sept.  11,  1658.  He  left  no  will.  He  sold  his 
property  in  Fairfield  in  1645-46,  and  soon  after  moved  to  Nor¬ 
walk,  Conn.  His  widow,  Susanna  Lockwood,  married  Jeffrey 
Ferris  and  died  at  “Grinwich,”  Dec.  23,  1660. 

Susan  Lockwood,  wife  of  Robert  Lockwood.  On  May  13,  1654, 
she  gave  evidence  in  a  witch  case,  at  a  court  held  at  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  and  stated  that  she  was  present  when  goodwife  Knapp 
was  hanged  for  a  witch. 

Children  of  Robert  and  Susanna  Lockwood:  Jonathan;  Joseph; 
Daniel;  Ephrim  Gershom;  John  Abagail;  Susan;  Mam;  and 
Deborah. 

Gen.  II,  pages  4,  7,  11:  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Lockwood,  born 
Sept.  10,  1634,  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  died  May  12,  1688,  in 
Greenwich,  Conn.,  in  his  fifty-fourth  year.  He  signed  a  paper 
Jan.  1,  1657,  at  Easttown,  in  the  New  Netherlands,  promising 
allegiance  to  the  Dutch  Government.  He  moved  to  Stamford, 
Conn.,  on  Oct.  16,  1660,  and  resided  there  until  1665,  when  he 
sold  his  estate  and  moved  to  Greenwich.  He  there  became  a 
free  man  in  1670.  He  was  assistant  in  May,  1671,  and  in  1672 
was  “one  of  the  twenty-seven  proprietors.”  He  became  a  promi¬ 
nent  citizen  and  represented  the  town  in  Legislature  for  four 
years.  He  married  Mary  Ferris,  daughter  of  Jeffrey  Ferris,  who 
married  the  second  Susanna  Lockwood,  Jonathan’s  mother.  After 
Jonathan’s  death  Mary  married  Sergeant  Thomas  Merritt.  Chil¬ 
dren  of  Jonathan  and  Mary  Lockwood:  Jonathan;  Robert  Ger- 
shorn;  Joseph;  Still  John;  Sarah;  and  Abigail.

Robert  Lockwood  of  England  came  to  this  country  in  1630 
with  his  wife,  Susanna  St.  John.  He  died  some  time  before  1660, 
and  she  married  Jeff  Ferris.  LauraLee  Bush  was  the  daughter  of 
William  Dennis  Bush,  b.  1827,  and  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson,  b. 
1854.  He  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Caleb  Bush,  b.  1801,  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  Lockwood,  b.  1805.  She  died  May  13,  1867,  m.  1824, 
and  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Lockwood,  b.  1768,  and  his 
wife,  Tallathy  Cary,  daughter  of  Tabitha  Cummins  of  England, 
and  granddaughter  of  Lord  Cummins,  related  to  the  Royal 
House  of  Scotland.  Samuel  Lockwood  was  the  son  of  Gilbert 
Lockwood,  b.  1747,  d.  Aug.  9,  1836,  and  his  wife  Phoebe  Hall, 
b.  1752,  d.  Nov.  8,  1833,  m.  1768. 

Gilbert  Lockwood  was  the  son  of  Samuel  Lockwood,  b.  1700, 
of  Greenwich,  Conn.,  d.  Nov.,  1787.  His  wife,  Mary,  was  b.  1719, 
d.  Apr.  19,  1799;  Samuel  Lockwood  was  the  son  of  Robert 
Lockwood,  d.  1791,  and  his  wife,  Mary.  Robert  Lockwood  was 
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the  son  of  Lt.  Jonathan  Lockwood  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  b.  1634, 
d.  May  12,  1688,  and  his  wife  Mary  Ferris.  He  was  the  son  of 
Robert  Lockwood  of  England,  who  came  to  America  in  1630, 
and  his  wife,  Susanna  St.  John. 

They  settled  at  Watertown,  Mass.,  where  six  of  his  children 
were  bom,  and  their  births  recorded  there.  He  was  a  ward  of 
his  brother,  Edmond  Lockwood,  when  he  was  brought  to  Amer¬ 
ica.  He  moved  to  Fairfield  in  1646. 

He  was  appointed  sergeant  at  Fairfield,  Mass.,  in  May  1657. 
His  name  is  recorded  as  a  settler  of  Fairfield.  He  left  no  will; 
inventory  of  his  property  was  made  Sept.  11,  1658.  Children  of 
Robert  Lockwood  and  Susanna  St.  John  were  Jonathan,  b.  1634, 
m.  Mary  Faris;  Deborah,  b.  1636;  Joseph,  b.  1638,  m.  Beacham; 
Daniel,  b.  1640,  m.  Abigail;  Ephraim,  b.  1641,  m.  Mercy  St.  John; 
Gershom,  b.  1643,  m.  Lady  Ann  Millington,  daughter  of  Lord 
Millington;  Mary,  m.  Jonathan  Buested. 

Children  of  Johnathan  Lockwood  and  Mary  Ferris  were  Jona¬ 
than;  Gershom;  Joseph;  John;  Sarah;  Abigail;  and  Robert.  Chil¬ 
dren  of  Robert  Lockwood,  who  died  in  1731,  and  Mary,  were 
Phoebe;  Deborah;  Jonathan;  Mary;  Susanna;  David;  Samuel,  b. 
1700,  m.  Mary,  and  their  children  were  Samuel;  Phillip;  David; 
Katherine;  Gilbert,  m.  Phoebe  Hall,  and  their  children  were 
Samuel,  m.

Church,  Saline  County,  Mo.,  six  miles  from  Marshall. 


THE  CAREY  LINE  OF  ENGLAND  AND  AMERICA 

In  Her  Majesty ,  a  book  written  by  Thornton  Cook,  pp.  223- 
224,  the  following  appears:  "The  usual  rounds  of  festivities  were 
ordered  and  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  played  her  part,  ordered  a 
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change  for  her  health.  She  went  to  Richmond,  England,  and 
with  her  went  a  young  kinsman.  ‘Robin,  I  am  not  well/  and 
added  that  her  heart  was  heavy  and  sad.  On  the  24th  of  March, 
1603,  on  the  eve  of  the  Assumption,  she  passed  away. 

“Post-haste  along  the  Great  North  Road  rode  Sir  Robert 
Carey  to  carry  the  news  of  her  death  to  King  James.”  Sir 
Robert  Carey  was  her  cousin — see  p.  223  of  the  book  Her 
Majesty. 

LauraLee  Bush,  daughter  of  William  Dennis  Bush  and  Ruth 
Victoria  Thomson,  was  the  son  of  Caleb  Bush  and  Elizabeth 
Lockwood.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Lockwood  and 
Talatha  Carey,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Carey  of  the 
Revolution  and  Tabitha  Cummins,  daughter  of  Lord  Cummins 
of  England.  Capt.  Carey  was  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  General, 
Virginia  State  Troops.  He  was  commissioned  Captain  during  the 
Revolution.  Pension  papers  050029. 

Tabitha  was  of  the  royal  house  of  England  and  Scotland.  She 
was  bom  in  England,  1746. 

John  Fleming,  Fifth  Lord  of  Fleming,  married  Lady  Elizabeth 
Ross;  Sir  Thomas  Fleming  (brother  of  John)  came  to  Virginia 
in  1616,  and  lived  in  Kent  County.  He  was  the  father  of  Tarleton 
F.  Fleming,  father  of  Judith,  who  married  Thomas  Randolph 
and  had  William  Randolph  of  Tuckahoe  b.  17  ,  a  member  of 

the  Convention  of  1775.  He  married  Judith  Page,  who  had 
Thomas  Mann  Randolph  of  Tuckahoe,  b.  1761,  m.  Anne  Carey, 
and  had  Thomas  Randolph,  Governor  of  Virginia,  1819-21, 
Presidential  Elector,  1825,  m.  Martha,  daughter  of  Thomas  Jef¬ 
ferson,  President  of  the  United  States. 

This  Anne  Carey  is  thought  to  be  the  daughter  of  Captain 
Carey  of  the  Revolution — family  tradition. 

William  Bush,  brother  of  Lemuel,  married  Penelope  Lane. 
After  he  died  she  married  Needham  Whitfield,  and  had  children 
by  William  and  Needham,  whose  names  appear  in  her  will. 

Wayne  County,  North  Carolina;  will  dated  Mar.  13,  1816. 
Recorded  in  Will  Book  No.  3,  p.  380,  it  mentions  children: 
William  L.  Bush;  Lewis  B.  Bush;  Nathan  B.  Bush;  Penelope,  m. 
Croom;  Mary,  m.  Biyan.  Her  two  children  by  Whitfield  were 
Gaius  and  Boaz.  The  executors  were  William  L.  Bush,  Abraham 
Croom,  and  James  R.  Bryan. 
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GENEALOGY  OF  THE  CUMMINS  FAMILY  OF  SCOTLAND 


Richard  Cummins  had  a  grant  of  the  castle  and  honor  of 
Northalerton.  Richard  Cummins  with  his  wife,  Hextilda,  Count¬ 
ess  of  Etheletela,  settled  in  Scotland  in  1150.  His  son  William, 
bom  1163,  sent  by  William  the  Lyon  to  King  John  in  1200,  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Bushan,  from  whom  the  Earls  of  Bush  are  descended. 
( This  is  taken  from  Burk’s  History  of  Nobility. ) 

William’s  son  John,  called  Red  Cummins,  married  Mary,  sister 
of  Dovorgilda,  and  John  built  Blair  Manor,  and  was  Lord  of 
Strathbolie.  He  died  in  1273.  He  had  two  sons,  William  and 
John,  called  the  Black  Cummins,  and  two  others,  Robert  and 
Alexander.  John  the  Black  Cummins  showed  descent  from 
Donaldbain,  brother  of  Malcolm  III,  King  of  Scotland.  He  was 
next  in  line  to  be  king,  but  withdrew  in  favor  of  his  brother-in- 
law,  John  Bulio.  John  Cummins  died  at  his  estate,  Lochndorf, 
in  Moray,  1299.  He  left  a  son  John  and  a  daughter  Devergilda, 
wife  of  Sir  Archibal  Doglas.  John  the  Black  Cummins  for  his 
second  wife  took  Marjorie,  only  daughter  of  Fergus,  Earl  of 
Bushan,  and  John  became  the  Great  Justicer  of  Scotland,  was 
sent  to  congratulate  King  John,  and  was  one  of  the  envoys  to 
England. 

John  Cummins  called  the  Red,  second  son  of  John  the  Black 
Cummins,  was  one  of  three  Regents  for  Balliol  in  1303.  During 
his  father’s  lifetime  he  was  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Scottish 
army  which  entered  Cumberland.  He  had  large  estates  and 
numerous  vassalages  and  alliances  with  the  first  nobles  of  the 
land.  He  married  Joan,  daughter  of  William  de  Lalence,  son  of 
Hugh  le  Brun,  Count  of  Marche  in  Poitou,  France,  and  his  wife 
Isabel,  who  was  the  former  wife  of  King  John.  They  had  two 
sons,  John  and  William;  and  two  daughters,  Joan,  born  1296, 
married  David  Strathbogie,  Earl  of  Pembroke;  and  Elizabeth.

Elizabeth  Lockwood  m.  Caleb  Bush 

William  Dennis  Bush,  lawyer,  m.  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson, 
daughter  of  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson  and  Elizabeth  Goodwin 
LauraLee  Bush  m.  Tuns  tall  Coates  Rucker,  son  of  John  F. 
Rucker  and  Belinda  Coates 

THE  CUMMINS  GENEALOGY 

Though  the  grandeur  and  antiquity  of  the  great  and  illustrious 
name  of  Cummins  is  sufficiently  attested  by  many  able  historians, 
yet  they  do  not  exactly  agree  about  their  origin.  They  are  de¬ 
scended  from  the  ancient  family  of  the  Cummins  of  France. 
Robertus  de  Cummins  came  to  England  with  William  I,  1099, 
and  was  the  progenitor  of  all  the  Cummins  in  this  country.  All 
our  historians  agree  that  the  Cummins  family  had  large  posses¬ 
sions  of  land  and  much  greater  power  than  any  other  name  in 
the  country.  From  the  Reign  of  Malcolm  III  Caenmore,  who 
ruled  1054-1090,  to  King  Robert  Bruce,  the  Cumyns  (Cummins), 
!  Lord  of  Badenoch,  were  Chiefs  of  the  Clan;  of  them  were  the 
Cummins,  Earls  of  Byshan  and  Montieth. 

According  to  Sir  Bernard  Burke  and  Sir  Dugdale,  noted  his¬ 
torians,  the  lineage  is  as  follows: 

John,  Count  of  Cummins,  and  Baron  de  Tonsberg  in  Nor¬ 
mandy,  was  founder  of  the  noble  house  of  Blois  in  France.  He 
was  the  son  of  Baldwin,  son  of  Baldwin,  son  of  Godfrey,  who 
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was  the  grandson  of  Charles,  Due  dlngeheim,  fifth  son  of 
Charlemagne. 

His  son,  Eustace,  Count  de  Cummins,  and  was  a  brother  of 
Harlowen  de  Burg,  who  married  Arlotta,  mother  of  William  the 
Conqueror.  His  son,  Robertus  de  Cummins  (Comyn),  was  cre¬ 
ated  Earl  of  Northumberland  in  1068.  He  was  killed  in  the  War 
of  Durham.  He  left  two  sons,  John  and  William. 

His  heir,  John  de  Cummins,  his  second  son,  was  killed  in  the 
war  between  Matilda,  mother  of  King  Henry  III,  and  King 
Stephen,  after  1135.  He  married  one  of  the  heirs  of  Andrew 
Giffard  of  Fonthill.  His  son,  William  Cummyn,  held  one-third  of 

Fonthill  in  Wiltshire.  1895044 

Richard  Cummins,  who  had  a  grant  of  the  castle  and  honors 
of  Northallerton  in  1144,  was  the  progenitor  of  all  the  Cummins 
in  Scotland,  he  being  the  first  of  the  name  who  held  lands  there. 
He  held  the  Bishopric  of  Durham  and  lands  in  Peebleshire,  be¬ 
sides  other  estates  of  the  family.  He  married,  in  1152,  Hextilda, 
Countess  of  Etheletela,  daughter  of  Beatrix,  daughter  of  Donald- 
bane.  King  of  Scotland.  She  was  of  the  royal  house  of  Ethel.  She 
succeeded  to  the  title  of  Countess  from  her  grandfather,  Donald- 
bane.  They  had  sons  John,  William,  Odo,  and  David. 

William  Cummins,  second  son  and  heir,  was  born  1163,  and 
died  1233,  at  the  age  of  70.  He  was  Seyner  of  Kirkintelt,  etc.  By 
inheritance  after  1210  he  was  Earl  of  Bushan  by  his  second 
marriage  with  Marjorie,  only  daughter  of  Fergus,  Earl  of  Bushan. 
He  became  the  Great  Justicer  of  Scotland  in  1209.  In  1200  he 
was  sent  as  one  of  the  envoys  to  England  to  congratulate  King 
John  on  his  accession. 

The  genealogical  tree  of  the  Stewart  family  states  his  wife  was 
Matilda  Urquhart  de  Montalt,  daughter  of  Caestise,  daughter 
of  Banquo.  They  had  three  sons  and  four  daughters. 

Sir  John  Cumyn  (Cummins),  son  of  William  Cummins,  who 
was  born  in  1163,  was  called  the  Red  Cummins  because  his  hair 
was  red.  He  was  made  Justiciar  of  Galloway,  for  the  Cummins 
had  great  power  in  Galloway,  as  Mary,  sister  of  Dovorgilda,  had 
married  John  Cummins.  This  John  Cummins  built  Blair  Manor 
(Castle)  and  was  Lord  of  Strathbolgie.  He  died  1273,  leaving 
William  and  John,  called  the  Black  Cummins,  and  Robert  and 
Alexander. 

John  the  Black  Cummins,  second  son  of  John  the  Red,  became 
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Lord  of  Badenoch  on  the  death  of  his  uncle,  Sir  Walter,  Earl  of 
Mentieth.  It  was  intended  that  William,  the  elder  brother, 
should  become  the  Earl  of  Mentieth.  John  the  Black  was  present 
when  Margaret,  daughter  of  Alexander  III  of  Scotland,  married 
Eric,  King  of  Norway.  John  was  a  greater  man  than  his  elder 
brother,  and  became  one  of  the  competitors  for  the  vacant  throne 
of  Scotland,  and  gave  in  a  pedigree,  showing  descent  from 
Donaldbain  (brother  of  Malcolm  III),  King  of  Scotland,  whose 
granddaughter  Hextilda  married  Richard  Cummins,  who  was 
Black  John’s  great-grandfather,  having  married  Marjorie,  Baliol, 
daughter  of  John  Baliol,  and  Devorgilda,  daughter  of  Allen 
(Alan),  Lord  of  Galloway;  and  Margaret,  daughter  of  Prince 
Henry  of  Scotland,  son  of  David,  King  of  Scotland;  John  Cum¬ 
mins’  wife  was  sister  of  John  Baliol,  who  became  King  of  Scot¬ 
land,  and  John  Cummins  withdrew  his  claim  for  the  crown  in 
favor  of  his  brother-in-law.  He  died  in  his  Castle  of  Lochindorf 
in  Moray  and  left  a  son,  John,  and  a  daughter  Devorgilda,  wife 
of  Sir  Archibald  Doglas  ( Douglas ) .  He  was  guardian  and  regent 
of  Scotland  in  1286,  chief  of  his  name,  1291,  competitor  for  the 
throne,  1292,  and  died  in  1299. 

John  Cummins,  called  Red  Number  Two,  was  Lord  of  Bade¬ 
noch  and  Galloway.  He  was  a  nephew  of  King  John  Baliol,  Lord 
of  Strathbogie  in  1296,  Lord  of  Badenoch  on  his  father’s  death, 
1299,  and  one  of  the  three  regents  for  Baliol  in  1303. 

During  his  father’s  lifetime  he  was  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Scottish  army  which  entered  Cumberland. 

He  had  large  estates  and  numerous  vassalage  and  alliances 
with  the  first  nobles  of  the  land;  he  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Dumfries,  Feb.  10,  1305.  He  married  Joan,  daughter  of  William 
de  Valence,  son  of  Hugh  le  Brun,  Count  of  Marche  in  Poitou, 
France,  and  his  wife  Isabel,  who  was  the  former  wife  of  King 
John.  They  had  two  sons,  John  and  William,  and  two  daughters, 
Joan,  born  1296,  who  married  Davide  Strathbogie,  Earl  of  Pem¬ 
broke,  and  Elizabeth,  born  1300.

Obadiah  was  a  major  in  the  Revolution.  His  son  Silas,  who 
married  Ann  Weller,  had  a  son  Elizah  (Eli),  b.  1750.  He  married 
and  settled  at  Nine  Partners,  New  York,  where  his  son  Lemuel 
Bush  was  bom  Feb.  25,  1770.  He  died  at  Fort  Ann,  and  was 
buried  there  with  his  wife.  His  first  wife  was  Mary  Lane,  whom 
he  married  in  1790.  They  had  several  children.  He  married  Ann 
Freeman  in  1801.  The  children  of  Lemuel  and  Ann  Freeman 
were  Caleb,  b.  1801,  d.  Nov.  24,  1892;  Ann,  m.  Walcott,  who  was 
a  senator  from  Colorado;  Barbara,  m.  Abial;  Mina;  Freeman; 
Caleb  Bush,  b.  1801,  m.  Elizabeth  Lockwood,  had  children 
Stephen  E.,  b.  1825,  m.  Martha  Ann  Dennis,  his  cousin;  Mettie, 
m.  Beckman;  Emma,  m.  Wiseman;  Ella,  m.  Smith;  Vianna,  m. 
Maywood. 

Caleb  Bush  and  Elizabeth  Lockwood  had  children  Daniel,  b. 
1830,  m.  Adelia  Stitts,  went  to  Oregon  to  live;  Albert  Granville, 
b.  1847;  Freeman;  Sarah  Ann,  who  died  young;  Mary,  b.  1839, 
m.  Foree;  Lauretta,  b.  1835,  m.  Andrew  Johnston,  had  a  son  and 
one  daughter,  Mollie,  and  she  married  Lucian  Thomson  and 
had  four  boys.  William  Dennis  Bush  m.  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson, 
brother  of  Lucian  Thomson.  William’s  and  Lucian’s  children 
would  be  double  cousins.  The  children  of  William  Dennis  Bush 
are  listed  elsewhere,  and  the  children  of  Lucian  Thomson  are 
cited  in  the  Thomson  lineage. 

The  lineage  of  Colonial  John  Bush  and  his  wife  Grace  is  given 
in  book  form,  and  came  from  the  Biblo  Company,  Pompton 
Lakes,  New  Jersey,  The  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Bush  Families ,  and 
is  found  in  a  book  written  by  Beatrice  Bush,  one  of  which  is  in 
the  Congressional  Library,  Washington,  D.C.  John  Bush  and  his 
brother  Samuel  were  members  of  the  militia  for  Ulter  County, 
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in  the  7th  Company  of  Foot.  (Taken  from  Smith’s  History  of  D

John  and  Samuel  were  born,  John  Bush  moved  to  Wells,  Maine, 
soon  after  1640.  The  son  John  married  Mary.

and  had  children  born  in  Westfield,  Mass.:  Samuel  III,  b.  1700, 
m.  Mary  Fowler;  Mary,  b.  1703,  died  young;  Jeptha,  b.  1705, 
m.  Orpha  Williams;  Rachel,  b.  1707,  m.  John  Graves;  Sarah,  b. 
1711,  m.  Nathaniel  Phelps;  Obadiah,  b.  1713,  m.  first  Sarah 
Morely,  second  Lydia;  Ebenezer  Bush,  son  of  Samuel,  b.  1677, 
m.  Mariam,  had  children  Lydia,  b.  1711,  m.  John  Noble;  Ebe¬ 
nezer,  b.  1713,  m.  Mariam  Noble;  Hulda,  b.  1716,  m.  George 
Phelps;  Zachariah,  b.  1718,  m.  Mercy  Lumis;  David,  b.  1721, 
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m.  Thankful  Pettebone;  Arion,  b.  1725,  m.  Mary  Ashley;  Hanna, 
b.  1729,  m.  in  1731. 

Children  of  Ebenezer  Bush,  b.  1713,  were  Hanna,  Ruth  Mary, 
and  two  sons,  Ebenezer  III,  and  Stevens,  b.  1748. 

Abijah  Bush,  son  of  Obadiah,  b.  1754,  was  a  major  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  He  moved  from  Westfield,  Conn,  to  Colum¬ 
bus,  N.  Y.,  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  died  at  age  of  91.  His 
children  were  Abial,  b.  1755;  Mary  Calender,  b.  1761;  Stephen 
Bush,  b.  1783;  Orrey,  b.  1785;  Lodemy,  b.  1783;  James,  b.  1787; 
Calvin,  b.  1795;  Philo,  b.  1793.  Abijah’s  war  pen-papers  were 
No.  10477  in  New  York. 

Carray  Bush  was  a  stall  officer  in  the  war  of  1812.  He  m. 
Fanny  Goold,  daughter  of  David  Goold  and  Rebecca  Ranger. 
Their  son,  Stephen,  was  born  in  Nassau,  N.Y.,  and  they  became 
Missionaries  for  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Bangkok,  Siam. 

Henry  Bush,  son  of  Obadiah,  m.  Bulah.  Their  children  were 
John,  Elijah,  Ann,  and  Polly.  Henry  enlisted  in  the  war  as  a 
private,  and  served  six  months  with  the  New  York  Troops  under 
Capt.  Walter  Vroman  and  Col.  John  Harper. 

Abial,  son  of  Abijah,  m.  Roxalin  Parsons  at  Enfield,  Conn. 
They  settled  on  a  farm  one  mile  south  of  Parksville. 

Eli  Bush,  son  of  Silas  Bush  and  Ann  Weller,  married  and 
settled  at  Nine  Partners,  N.Y.,  where  his  son  Lemuel  was  born 
Feb.  15,  1770.  Lemuel  married  first,  Mary  Lane.  She  died,  and 
he  married  Ann  Freeman  in  1801.  Lemuel  died  in  1839.  He  and 
his  wife  Ann  Freeman  are  buried  at  Fort  Ann.  They  had  chil¬ 
dren,  Ann  m.  Sen.  Walcott;  Barbara  m.  Abial;  Mina;  Freeman; 
and  Caleb.  Caleb’s  wife  was  Elizabeth  Lockwood.  They  had 
the  following  children:  Stephen;  Daniel;  Lauretta;  Sarah  Ann; 
James  Freeman;  Albert  Granville;  and  William,  who  was  the 
father  of  Laura  Bush  Rucker.

Wendell  T.  Bush,  son  of  Rufus  T.,  b.  1866,  graduated  from 
Harvard  and  from  the  University  of  Berlin.  He  married  Mary 
Potter.

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LETTER  FROM  WINWELL  BUSH,  LIBERTY,  NEW  YORK 

March  1st,  1873 

This  letter  was  in  Caleb’s  trunk,  after  he  passed,  I  do  not  know 
if  from  a  sister  or  an  inlaw.  It  says:  Dear  Brother:  After  a  long 
time  I  was  made  glad  by  receiving  a  letter  from  you,  am  glad 
you  have  not  forgotten  me,  as  we  are  the  only  ones  remaining 
of  the  family.  Do  not  let  us  be  dead  to  each  other  while  we  live. 
The  time  is  short. 

The  snow  is  of  great  depth,  I  do  not  remember  it  to  be  so 
deep.  Many  have  been  called  to  the  promised  land.  George  and 
his  family  are  well,  Martin  and  family  are  well,  Tim  is  Judge, 
they  serve  six  years,  his  term  began  in  Jan.  Albert’s  family  are 
well  and  live  where  he  left  them.  Tim  starts  Monday  for  Albany 
to  attend  to  a  suit  that  began,  I  think,  while  you  were  here, 
called  the  bond  case.  He  beat  them  several  times,  but  they  carry 
it  up  again.  The  railroad  is  almost  done,  the  trains  have  run  to 
Liberty  until  lately.  It  does  no  good  to  plow  out  the  snow,  for 
it  soon  fills  again.  I  want  to  see  you  and  yours  very  much,  but  I 
do  not  expect  to  as  you  have  gone  so  far  away. 

I  have  not  heard  from  Whitfield  since  last  summer.  He  was 
smart  then  and  could  do  a  full  day’s  work,  lives  on  the  old  farm 
yet.  Is  Sally  still  in  Michigan?  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you 
and  any  of  your  children.  I  received  a  letter  from  Stephen, 
which  I  shall  answer.  Write  as  often  as  you  can.  I  am  glad  to 
hear  from  you  at  any  time,  this

Information  furnished  by  May  Foree  (Mrs.  Daniels): 

When  Caleb  was  16  his  widowed  mother  moved  from  Con¬ 
necticut  back  to  New  York,  as  that  was  where  she  was  bora  and 
married  and  all  her  children  were  born  there,  in  Green  County. 
This  was  where  her  husband  had  a  large  land  grant. 

Caleb’s  father,  Lemuel  Bush,  and  his  wife,  Ann  Freeman, 
were  bom  in  America.  His  parents  came  to  America  before  1750; 
the  first  of  the  name  came  in  1635;  Caleb  married  Elizabeth 
Lockwood,  daughter  of  Samuel  Lockwood  of  England,  and 
Talatha  Cary,  daughter  of  Capt.  Cary  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
and  his  wife  Tabitha  Cummins,  of  Scotch  descent,  daughter  of 
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Lord  Cummins  of  England.  Caleb  and  Elizabeth  had  nine  chil¬ 
dren.  Stephen  E.,  the  eldest,  was  bom  in  1825,  died  in  1889  at 
Gorin,  Scotland  County,  Mo.  He  graduated  from  Oxford  Univer¬ 
sity,  New  York,  and  began  teaching  school  at  the  age  of  18.  He 
was  married  to  Martha  Ann  Dennis  of  Marion  County.  The  sec¬ 
ond  son  of  Caleb  was  William  Dennis,  studied  law,  m.  Ruth  V. 
Thomson;  third  son  was  Daniel  Edwin,  b.  Feb.  29,  1830.  He 
went  to  Oregon  to  live,  married  and  had  two  children,  William 
and  Adelie  (Stits);  Lauretta,  b.  1835,  m.  Andrew  Johnston;  Mary, 
b.  1839,  m.  Foree,  had  eight  children;  James  Freeman,  b.  1842, 
died  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  1872,  never  married;  Albert  Grenville 
Bush,  b.  1847,  d.  1897,  had  no  children;  Sarah  Ann  and  Ancil 
died  young. 

This  is  to  show  other  members  of  the  Bush  family  had  same 
information  as  I,  LauraLee  Bush,  have  secured. 

William  Dennis  Bush  the  second  son  of  Caleb,  was  bom  Jan. 
18,  1827,  married  in  1876,  had  ten  children.

By  right  of  descent  from  Henry  Freeman  of  Oxfordshire, 
England:  LauraLee  Bush  Rucker,  daughter  of  Ruth  Victoria 
Thomson  and  William  Dennis  Bush,  who  is  the  son  of  Caleb 
Bush  and  Elizabeth  Lockwood;  Caleb  is  the  son  of  Lemuel  Bush 
and  his  second  wife  Frances  Ann  Freeman,  m.  1801  (she  and 
her  husband  are  both  buried  at  Fort  Ann;  she  is  the  daughter 
of  Ann  Elizabeth  Clibome  and  Christopher  Holmes  Freeman, 
b.  1719,  d.  1787;  he  is  the  son  of  George  Henry  Freeman,  of 
King  William  County,  Va.  He  served  as  lieutenant  during  the 
Revolution.  His  wife  was  Sarah  Frances  Holmes,  his  father  was 
George  Henry  Freeman  III,  his  mother  was  Barbara  Cathorope. 
George  Henry  Freeman  was  the  son  of  Henry  Freeman  II,  d. 
April  15,  1  76,  and  wife  Lucy  Mildred.  He  was  the  son  of  Henry 
Freeman  of  Chipping  Norton,  Oxfordshire,  England,  who  came 
to  Virginia  in  1623.  He  and  his  wife  came  with  the  Virginia 
Company  of  London,  England,  and  received  a  grant  of  land. 
This  is  recorded  in  the  Land  Grants  of  Virginia.  He  furnished 
funds  to  outfit  the  troops.  This  is  found  in  the  Court  Record 6 
of  York  County. 
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Proof  of  this  line  is  found  in  the  United  States  Biographical 
Dictionary ,  pp.  269-270,  printed  in  1878;  and  in  the  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  of  American  History  of  Missouri ,  in  the  biography  of 
William  Dennis  Bush,  pp.  450-451,  with  his  picture. 

I,  LauraLee  Bush  Rucker,  knew  my  grandfather  when  he  was 
in  his  ninety-first  year,  and  he  told  me  of  his  mother,  Ann  Free¬ 
man,  and  her  people,  of  her  parents  Christopher  Holmes  Free¬ 
man  and  Ann  Elizabeth  Cliborne,  and  of  the  beautiful  things 
brought  from  England  for  their  home,  Travellers  Rest,  in 
Spotsylvania  County,  Va.  Ann  Elizabeth  Cliborne  is  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Col.  Thomas  Cliborne  and  Ann  West  Fox.  Her  great¬ 
grandfather  was  Col.  William  Claiborne,  b.  1587,  d.  1676,  first 
of  the  name  in  America.  More  of  him  later. 

The  following  interesting  description  of  one  of  the  charming 
old  homes  of  Virginia  was  copied  by  a  descendant  from  a  quaint 
publication.  The  Ladies  Magazine  and  Diary ,  published  in 
London,  England,  in  1913.  It  says,  “The  History  of  Christopher 
Holmes  Freeman,  and  his  wife,  Ann  Elizabeth  Cliborne,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Thomas  Claiborne,  and  his  wife  Ann  Fox,  a  description  of 
their  estate  Travellers  Rest.  They  moved  from  the  lower  part  of 
the  State  and  settled  at  a  place  on  the  Rappahannock  River 
called  Ilwoodford.  They  owned  a  large  tract  of  land  and  the  best 
built  house  in  the  county.  It  was  a  large  two-story  mansion  with 
old-fashioned  hiproof,  sloping  gable  and  dormer  windows.  The 
front  lawn  was  huge,  and  contained  various  kinds  of  trees  and 
flowers.  In  the  center  was  a  handsome  sundial,  sent  from  Eng¬ 
land.  There  was  a  broad  avenue  of  trees,  led  up  to  the  house. 
The  garden  was  very  large,  enclosed  by  a  hedge.  Just  back  of 
the  house  were  the  Negro  quarters  laid  out  north  of  the  garden. 
Their  houses  were  neat  and  well-built.  The  weaving  and  spin¬ 
ning  house  was  on  the  south  of  the  kitchen.  Then  there  was  the 
dairy;  smoke  house,  all  laid  out  with  taste  and  care. 

“On  the  bottom  land  the  trees  were  of  walnut,  and  so  plentiful 
he  had  many  of  them  sawed  into  lumber,  and  when  well  sea¬ 
soned,  sent  to  England  for  skilled  workmen  to  make  into  such 
furniture  as  he  wished.  They  were  beautifully  carved.  He  owned 
a  large  number  of  African  slaves,  he  was  a  kind  master,  and  did 
not  allow  his  young  Negroes  to  do  too  heavy  work.” 

Thomas  Claiborne  Freeman  was  the  oldest  child  of  Christo¬ 
pher  Holmes  Freeman  and  Elizabeth  Claiborne.  He  married 
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Susanna  Latham,  daughter  of  Lieut.  John  Latham  and  Frances 
Foster. 

George  Dandridge  Freeman  was  the  youngest  child  of  Chris¬ 
topher  Holmes  Freeman.  He  married  Keziah  Yancy. 

Holmes  Freeman,  b.  1779,  d.  1873,  m.  first  Miss  Robinson, 
second  Sarah  Grinnan.  His  first  wife’s  children  were  William; 
Edward  A.;  Arthur;  and  Thomas.  His  second  wife’s  children 
were  Phillip;  John,  Jr.;  Frances;  Helen;  and  Ann. 

Gabriel  C.  Freeman,  b.  1781,  d.  1852,  m.  Lucy  Blackwell  first, 
then  Sarah  Harrison,  daughter  of  Cuthbert  Harrison,  member  of 
the  Committee  of  Safety.  Their  children  were  Thomas,  b.  1827, 
m.  Sarah  Short;  Susana  Latham,  b.  1829,  m.  E.  F.  Cowherd  (of 
whom  more  later);  Sarah;  Gabriel;  Ann;  Elizabeth;  George; 
Ellen;  Virginia;  Barbara,  who  married  Thomas  Grasty. 

Another  very  interesting  f amity  connected  with  the  Freemans 
is  the  Cowherds.  This  name  as  De  co  Wert  is  also  found  in  the 
Roll  of  Battle  Abby,  the  Virginia  family  of  that  name  descending 
from  the  family  whose  descent  is  given  in  visitations  of  West 
Penard,  Somersetshire,  England. 

The  first  of  this  family  in  America  was  Johnathan,  who  spelled 
his  name  Coward;  his  son,  Johnathan  married  a  Miss  Colby, 
and  their  son  James  changed  the  spelling  to  Cowherd,  although 
on  his  Revolutionary  War  record  it  is  spelled  both  ways.  This 
is  the  family  of  Edward  Festus  Cowherd  who  married  Susan 
Latham  Freeman  in  1849. 

The  first  in  American,  Col.  William  Claiborne,  b.  1587,  d. 
1676,  was  the  father  of  Thomas  Claiborne,  b.  1680,  d.  1732,  who 
was  the  father  of  Ann  Elizabeth  Claiborne,  wife  of  Christopher 
Holmes  Freeman,  who  was  the  father  of  Ann  Freeman,  who 
married  Lemuel  Ter  Bush. 

Col.  William  Claiborne  was  sent  by  the  Virginia  Company 
of  London,  England,  as  its  surveyor,  but  as  time  went  on,  he 
held  many  of  the  highest  offices  in  the  power  of  the  state.  He 
was  treasurer  of  the  Virginia  Colony,  member  of  the  Governor’s 
Council,  Deputy  Governor,  and  Surveyor  General.  His  ability 
was  undoubtedly  inherited,  as  the  Claibornes  can  be  traced 
back  to  their  first  mention  in  the  Domesday  Survey  Book  of 
1086.  They  also  claim  royal  descent  and  have  an  unbroken  line 
to  John  Fitz  Robert,  one  of  the  Sureties  for  the  Magna  Charta. 
This  is  one  of  the  proofs  LauraLee  Bush  Rucker  has  for  the 
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Magna  Charta  Dames,  which  she  joined  July  20,  1955. 

Thomas  Claiborne  and  his  wife  Ann  West  Fox  are  buried  at 
Sweet  Hall,  one  of  the  Claiborne  homesteads.  Although  it  has 
changed  hands  many  times,  the  old  house  was  built  about  1720. 
Its  windows  are  very  high,  the  reason  for  this  being  to  keep  the 
Indians  from  shooting  arrows  into  the  rooms  from  their  canoes 
across  the  river. 

Susan  Latham,  who  married  Thomas  Claiborn,  had  four 
brothers  and  one  sister,  Frances.  Robert  was  an  officer  in  the 
Treasury  Department  in  Washington,  and  died  in  that  city. 
The  others  were  William;  George;  Philip,  who  married  Dolly 
Gray,  and  had  ten  children. 

In  the  diary  of  John  Holmes  Freeman  was  the  description 
of  the  most  sublime  phenomenon  ever  witnessed  by  the  oldest 
people  then  living.  On  the  morning  of  Nov.  12,  1833,  occurred 
one  of  the  strangest.  The  meteors  commenced  falling  about 
2:00  a.m.  They  fell  like  flakes  of  snow,  only  it  was  fire.  The 
entire  atmosphere  presented  a  mass  of  meteors  until  the  rising 
of  the  sun  dispersed  their  glow.  Then  on  November  13,  he  wit¬ 
nessed  another  fall  as  great  as  the  first.  The  Negroes  were  terri¬ 
fied,  but  the  white  people  knew  the  cause  of  the  show. 

To  continue  to  the  family  of  Christopher  Holmes  Freeman 
and  wife  Ann  Elizabeth  Claiborne,  their  seventh  child  and 
second  son  was  George  Dandridge  Freeman,  b.  1763,  m.  1787 
to  Keziah  Yancy,  b.  1768,  d.  1834,  daughter  of  Charles,  who  was 
the  son  of  Lewis  Davis  Yancey. 

Frances  Ann  Freeman,  daughter  of  Christopher  Holmes  Free¬ 
man  and  Ann  Elizabeth  Claiborne,  married  Lemuel  Ter  Bush, 
great-grandparent  of  LauraLee  Bush  Rucker.  Ann  Elizabeth’s 
first  husband  was  John  Grasty;  Lemuel’s  first  wife  was  Mary 
Lane. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Oakleaf,  Counselor-at-Law,  writes  a  Bush  relative: 
£<I  spent  a  week  at  Elizabethtown.  I  was  a  guest  in  a  house  that 
was  built  in  1817;  it  had  a  large  flat  rock  in  the  fireplace  chim¬ 
ney  up  near  the  ridge  which  was  built  with  the  name  of  a 
Mr.  Bush  and  wife.  It  was  a  large  two-story  house.”  He  wrote 
this  from  his  office  in  Moline,  Ill. 

Hon.  Logan  Hay  of  Springfield,  Ill.,  descended  from  Philip 
Bush,  who  was  the  father  of  Capt.  Billy  Bush. 
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JUSTICE  BUSH  OF  PORT  CHESTER,  NEW  YORK 


A  letter  from  a  friend  that  was  asked  to  go  to  the  library  in 
New  York  says  this  is  the  line  of  Justice  Bush:  “He  landed  in 
New  York  in  1726,  lived  in  Rye,  had  sons  Henry  Bernardus  and 
Abraham;  Plenry  had  descendants  and  they  lived  in  Greenwich, 
Conn.” 

A  letter  from  Westfield,  Mass.,  relatives,  sent  pictures  of  the 
old  Bush  home  in  Springfield,  Mass.  The  pictures  of  the  home 
and  the  descriptions  were  in  the  Springfield  Union ,  Friday, 
Feb.  2,  1934.  It  said  the  old  Bush  homestead,  believed  to  be  the 
oldest  house  standing  in  Westfield,  is  on  Silver  Street.  This  old 
home  has  housed  seven  generations  of  the  Bush  family.  They 
have  the  old  deed  made  out  in  longhand,  fine  penmanship, 
dated  Oct.  15,  1684,  and  also  a  will  made  in  the  time  of  Queen 
Ann  of  Great  Britain,  1709.  The  property  belonged  to  Ebenezer 
Bush,  born  in  Suffield,  Conn.,  July  24,  1687,  son  of  Samuel  Bush, 
the  founder  of  the  family  in  America.

A  LETTER  FROM  A  MR.  A.  N.  BUSH 

San  Diego,  Cal. 
Jan.  18,  1927 

My  Dear  Mrs.  Rucker: 

Replying  to  your  letter,  I  do  not  know  much  of  the  history 
of  the  family.  But  when  I  was  a  small  boy,  I  was  told  by  a 
great-aunt,  who  lived  in  South-Wick,  Conn.,  that  our  family  in 
America  began  with  two  brothers,  who  came  from  Wales  to 
America  more  than  two  hundred  years  ago.  If  I  ever  knew  their 
names  I  have  forgotten.  But  before  the  days  of  the  American 
Revolution  a  descendant,  Ebenezer  Bush,  moved  to  Westfield, 
Mass.,  and  acquired  a  farm  by  charter  from  King  George  III. 
That  farm  has  been  occupied  by  our  family  since. 

Mr.  Homer  Bush,  Union  Street,  Westfield,  Mass.,  now  an 
elderly  man,  has  devoted  time  to  the  family  tree.  He  will  enjoy 
a  correspondence  with  the  prospect  of  finding  a  new  relative. 
[This  I  did.  He  sent  the  picture,  and  other  information.] 
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PIKE  MONTGOMERY  THOMSON 

Pike  Montgomery  Thomson  was  born  in  Kentucky,  Aug.  25, 
1819,  and  died  Aug.  2,  1902.  In  1843,  he  married  Elnora  Good¬ 
win,  b.  Mar.  17,  1822,  d.  Nov.  17,  1915.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Lloyd  King  Goodwin  and  Mary  Jane  Graves.  Pike  M.  Thom¬ 
son  was  the  son  of  John  William  Thompson  and  Nancy  Ellis. 
When  Pike  was  married  his  father  gave  him  ten  thousand  dollars 
and  six  Negroes,  and  his  wife’s  father  gave  her  the  same.  They 
came  to  Missouri.  With  this  money  they  bought  land  within  a 
half  mile  of  where  Slater  Saline  County  now  is.  They  added  to 
the  farms  until  at  Pike’s  death  he  owned  over  two  thousand 
acres  of  land  in  Saline  County. 

At  that  time  their  home  was,  like  all  others,  built  of  logs, 
and  had  the  Negro  cabins  in  the  back. 

He  was  a  captain  in  the  Civil  War.  During  the  war  he  sent 
his  family  to  Kentucky  so  the  children  could  go  to  school. 
He  left  his  Negroes  on  the  farm  to  care  for  it,  and  left  them 
food  enough  to  last,  but  when  he  returned  and  told  them  they 
were  free  they  cried  and  said,  “We  don’t  want  to  be  freed. 
Those  Northern  troops  came  and  took  all  the  food  you  left  us, 
and  we  almost  starved.” 

After  his  return  from  war,  Pike  decided  to  build  a  new  home, 
and  as  this  Pike  Thomson  was  my  grandfather  I  was  in  this 
new  home  often,  and  I  will  describe  it  as  I  remember  it  as  a 
child.  There  were  twelve  rooms,  with  closets  in  each,  some 
walk-in,  and  each  lined  with  cedar.  There  was  a  fireplace  in 
each  room,  with  a  marble  mantle,  and  cut  stone  on  the  sides. 

The  house  was  built  in  shape  of  a  T.  It  was  white  with  a 
red  roof,  and  lightning  rods,  and  a  weather  vane. 

They  had  an  interior  decorator  from  Chicago  to  paint  the 
walls  of  the  rooms.  He  painted  the  ceiling  of  the  front  hall  to 
look  like  clouds,  and  there  were  stars  in  places. 

There  were  three  staircases.  The  front  hall  stair  led  to  two 
rooms,  which  were  the  guest  rooms;  in  the  west  room  a  stairway 
led  to  bedrooms  for  the  family;  over  the  kitchen  a  stair  led  to 
two  rooms  for  the  hired  help.  Under  this  stairway,  one  led 
down  to  the  wine  cellar,  also  fruit  and  vegetable  rooms. 

At  this  time  they  had  no  bathrooms,  as  we  know  them,  but 
there  was  a  small  room  with  a  stove,  several  big  wooden  tubs, 
a  shelf  of  water  pitchers,  and  bowls.  Under  this  shelf  were  slop 


jars  and  chambers.  From  this  room,  down  a  path  of  brick,  were 
deep  shrubs  that  hid  one  on  the  way  to  the  little  house,  which 
was  hidden  by  lilac  bushes.  If  you  have  read  the  poem  The 
Passing  of  the  Back  House ,  by  Riley,  you  will  know  what  I 
mean.  There  were  three  long  porches,  with  balconies  overhead 
that  were  reached  from  the  bedrooms,  so  if  in  summer  you  were 
too  warm,  you  just  took  the  bed  out  on  to  the  balcony. 

There  were  houses  for  the  chickens,  and  one  for  the  pigeons, 
where  hundreds  nested  each  year.  There  were  pretty  bird 
houses  on  poles.  Then  there  was  the  ice  house,  tool  shed,  paint 
shed,  and  the  carriage  house.  There  was  a  ten-acre  pond,  and 
of  course  bams  and  sheds  for  stock,  especially  fine  horses. 

The  furnishings  of  this  home  were  in  keeping  with  the  rich¬ 
ness  of  the  mansion.  The  furniture  was  all  of  mahogany,  beau¬ 
tifully  carved.  In  the  parlor  there  were  two  settees  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  chairs,  all  covered  with  hair  cloth.  There  were  several 
marble-topped  tables.  On  the  center  table  was  a  large  family 
Bible. 

The  lamp  was  a  large  swinging  lamp  that  did  not  require  a 
chimney,  but  had  to  be  wound  up  like  a  clock.  It  burned  air 
as  well  as  coal  oil.  And  of  course  there  were  velvet  drapes  over 
the  wooden  shutters  in  the  room.  There  were  wall-to-wall  car¬ 
pets  of  velvet,  a  number  of  paintings  and  family  portraits.  All 
the  beds  had  high  headboards,  and  under  each  was  the  trundle 
bed,  with  high  sides,  which  could  be  rolled  out  for  the  children’s 
bed.  There  were  highboys  and  marble-topped  dressers,  as  well 
as  desks  and  tables,  and  of  course  the  washstands  with  the 
china  bowls  and  pitchers. 

In  the  dining  room  I  remember  the  three  deer  heads,  with 
long  horns  nicely  polished,  and  the  hair  oiled.  These  hung  over 
the  mantle.  There  was  a  grand  piano  in  the  parlor,  and  grandma 
could  play.  Around  the  yard  was  a  white  picket  fence.  The 
yard  was  set  in  the  middle  of  a  ten-acre  tract,  and  along  the 
road  in  front  of  this  was  a  fence  a  mile  or  more  long  of  slat, 
one  slat  was  painted  red,  one  white,  and  one  blue,  all  along. 
This  was  one  of  the  showplaces  of  Saline  County,  Mo.,  for  years. 

Pike  Montgomery  Thomson  was  president  of  the  Slater  Bank. 
He  had  eight  children,  and  the  one  I  am  most  interested  in  is 
Ruth  Victoria,  my  mother,  who  married  Willliam  Dennis  Bush. 
They  had  ten  children.  The  oldest  was  Pike.  He  always  said 
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he  did  not  care  so  much  for  money,  but  just  to  know  he  had 
the  brains  to  work  and  make  money  was  a  satisfaction.  At  his 
death  he  owned  several  thousand  acres  of  land. 

The  next  son  was  George  Vest.  He  was  a  boy  of  refined 
manners  from  childhood.  He  won  his  first  case  in  court  when 
he  was  only  seventeen.  He  enjoyed  his  studies  of  law,  which 
he  read,  and  he  was  helped  by  his  lawyer  father. 

Elizabeth,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Winger,  graduated  from  high  school 
and  secretarial  school.  She  was  clerk  in  Father’s  probate  court 
office  for  six  years.  She  made  writing  her  hobby.  She  wrote 
for  the  popular  magazines.  She  had  three  books  published: 
My  Glad  New  Year ,  I,  and  My  Dream  Garden.  She  was  also  the 
author  of  several  plays  and  novelettes. 

LauraLee  came  next,  and  her  life  was  music.  As  this  book 
shows,  she  wrote  and  had  copyrighted  a  number  of  pieces  of 
sheet  music. 

Freeman  and  Mary  Victoria  died  young. 

William  Voories  is  a  lawyer,  and  was  prosecuting  attorney 
of  Saline  County. 

Marion  Frances  was  the  first  and  only  lady  admitted  to  the 
Saline  County  Bar  Association.  She  studied  law  and  took  her 
bar  examination  in  Jefferson  City,  and  a  news  clipping  in  the 
Marshall,  Mo.,  paper  read:  “Miss  Marion  Bush  has  passed  her 
bar  examination  successfully,  and  has  entered  upon  the  practice 
of  law  here  at  Marshall.  And  the  male  members  will  have  to 
look  to  their  laurels  in  legal  contests,  as  her  friends  expect  her 
to  be  equal  to  the  best  of  them.” 

Thomas  Jefferson  was  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Marshall. 

Frank  Cockrell  was  engineer  on  a  railroad. 

Children  of  John  William  Thomson,  son  of  Asa  Thomson  and 
Dianna  Quarles,  are  John  Milton;  William  Ellis;  and  Pike  Mont¬ 
gomery.  John  Milton  m.  Gabrilla  Daniels;  William  Ellis  Thom¬ 
son  m.  Lucy  Ann  Thomson,  daughter  of  Robert  Yancy  Thomson, 
and  had  the  following  children:  Charles;  Borean;  Louisa;  Jessie, 
who  died  as  a  baby;  Willie;  and  Nan.

Pike  Bush  died  March  6,  1952.  He  was  bom  Nov.  13,  1876. 

George  Vest  Bush,  b.  1878,  d.  Jan.  1,  1913.  He  never  married. 

Elizabeth  Ruth,  b.  1880,  d.  Oct.  27,  1957.  She  married  Enos 
Winger,  and  had  a  daughter,  Evalee. 

LauraLee,  b.  Mar.  27,  1884,  m.  Tunstall  C.  Rucker,  and  has 
one  daughter,  Lois  Eunice,  and  she  married  A.  T.  Stirrat  and 
had  two  children,  LoisLee  and  Thommy. 

Mary  Victoria,  b.  June  24,  1886,  d.  1890. 

William  Vories,  b.  Sept.  8,  1888,  has  three  children. 

Marion  Frances,  b.  Mar.  13,  1890,  is  single. 

Thomas  Jefferson,  b.  June  7,  1894,  m.  Maynie  Shearer  and 
has  one  son,  William. 

Frank  Cockrell,  b.  Mar.  5,  1897,  m.  Cora  Crowley,  and  has 
children  Joseph;  Frank,  Jr.;  and  Ruth. 

Freeman,  b.  1882,  died  at  birth. 

The  parents  of  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson,  who  married  William 
Dennis  Bush  could  not  decide  what  to  name  her,  so  her  name 
given  by  her  parents  was  Ruth  Victoria  Alexanderia  Anna  Wash¬ 
ington  Goodwin  Thomson.  She  selected  the  names  she  wished. 

Thomas  Jefferson  Bush  when  quite  young  showed  signs  of 
talent  in  art,  drawing,  and  painting.  He  received  his  education 
in  Marshall  schools.  He  was  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  as  a  young 
man  was  quite  successful. 

Frank  Cockrell,  educated  in  Marshall  schools,  joined  the  Navy 
in  the  First  World  War.  He  made  five  trips  across  the  ocean  on 
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ships  returning  soldiers  to  the  States  after  the  war. 

William  Thomson,  a  gentleman  of  Blair  Manor,  Ayreshire, 
Scotland,  about  twenty-five  miles  southwest  of  Glasgow,  Scot¬ 
land,  had  one  son,  Samuel,  born  1691  in  Scotland.  He  came  to 
America  in  1717  and  married  Mollie  McDonald,  a  Scotch  girl, 
in  Virginia,  in  1726.  He  had  a  son,  William,  born  Aug.  13,  1727. 
He  married  Ann  Rodes,  who  lived  in  Louisa  County,  Va.  They 
had  twelve  children.  Ann  Rodes  was  the  daughter  of  John  Rodes, 
and  she  was  born  Dec.  26,  1734.  Their  children  were:

William  Thomson,  b.  1727,  in  Virginia,  was  48  years  old  when 
the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out.  He  had  a  son  Rodes,  b.  1754. 
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He  and  his  son  went  to  war,  and  both  were  captains.  In  1778 
the  father  caught  a  deep  cold  and  died.  All  of  his  other  sons 
were  soldiers  in  the  reconstruction  period  after  the  war,  and  all 
fought  in  the  War  of  1812.  William  Thomson  was  born  1727,  m. 
Sally  Vivian.  John  Shipp  m.  Sally  Johnson  of  Marquis  County, 
Va.;  they  had  children:  Richard;  Wiatt;  Laban;  Colby;  Elizabeth; 
Sukie;  Polly;  and  Nancy.  Elizabeth  married  Capt.  William  Ellis 
in  1786.  After  his  death  in  1701  she  married  Jessie  Bryant.  Their 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  Robert  Thomson.  She  was  a  half- 
sister  of  Nancy  Ellis,  who  married  John  Thomson,  who  was  a 
brother  of  Robert  Thomson. 

Robert  Thomson  was  married  twice,  the  second  time  to  Mrs. 
William  Fields  (Lucy  Nowland).  Her  daughter  by  her  first 
marriage,  Bettie  Fields,  married  Mark  Coleman,  son  of  Horace 
Coleman,  second  husband  of  Mrs.  Nancy  Ellis  Thomson,  whose 
first  husband  was  John  Thomson,  great-grandfather  of  LauraLee 
Bush. 

Elizabeth  Shipp  and  Capt.  William  Ellis  had  children:  Sally, 
b.  1786,  m.  William  Smith;  Johnson,  b.  1788,  m.  Obedience 
Quesenberry;  Mildred,  b.  1791,  m.  Allen  Browitt;  Polly,  b.  1795, 
m.  Dudley  Shipp;  Lewis  C.,  b.  1797,  m.  Polly  Parish;  Nancy 
Ellis,  b.  1799,  m.  John  Thomson,  and  then  Horrace  Coleman. 

William  Ellis,  who  married  Elizabeth  Shipp,  had  a  brother, 
Thomas.  He  married  Lucy  Duvall;  Hezekeah  m.  Nancy  Duvall; 
sisters,  Elizabeth  Jos.  McCann;  Sarah  m.  Neal  McCann;  Mildred 
m.  Edward  Darnaby.  Joseph  and  Neal  McCann  were  brothers 
of  Obedience  McCann  Quesenberry,  wife  of  Johnson  Ellis. 

Mrs.  William  Fields  (Lucy  Nowland)  married  Robert  Thom¬ 
son,  whose  first  wife  was  Elizabeth  Bryant,  half-sister  of  Nancy 
Ellis,  and  their  mother  was  Elizabeth  Shipp.  The  Coleman  chil¬ 
dren  by  Nancy  Ellis  were  Mark  Coleman  m.  Bettie  Fields; 
Cisero  m.  Eva  Fields,  sister  of  Joe  Fields,  who  was  the  son  of 
Lucy  and  William  Fields,  who  were  close  kin  to  the  Marshall 
Fields,  and  to  Eugene  Fields,  the  writer. 

Lucy  T.  Nowland  was  the  daughter  of  Payton  Nowland,  and 
her  mother  was  Miss  Lucy  Townsend,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Townsend. 

John  Milton  Thomson,  a  brother  of  Pike  Thomson  married 
Gabrilla  Daniels.  They  had  children:  Leslie;  Landon;  Ansel; 
Gilford;  Robert;  and  Johnnie.

b.  1764.  And  he  was  the  son  of  Ann  Rodes,  daughter  of  John 
Rodes,  and  William  Thomson,  b.  1727,  was  the  son  of  Samuel 
Thomson,  of  Avershire,  Scotland,  and  his  wife,  Mollie  McDonald, 
whom  he  married  in  1726.  And  Samuel  was  the  son  of  William 
Thomson,  Lord  of  Blair  Manor,  Ayershire,  Scotland.  It  is  twenty- 
five  miles  from  Glasgow.  Samuel  Thomson  came  to  America  in 
1717.

Dear  Sir:  Samuel  Thomson  seems  to  be  the  one  you  are  look¬ 
ing  up,  at  Ayershire,  Scotland,  married  Mollie  McDonald,  1726. 
He  left  here  1715.  His  father  was  William  Thomson,  Lord  of 
Blair  Manor  of  Ayershire,  Scotland.

Children  of  Samuel  Thomson  were  William,  b.  1727;  Charles, 
b.  1729.  Charles  translated  the  Bible  from  Greek  into  English, 
more  of  which  later. 

The  arms  of  the  Thomson  family  are:  Crest,  an  arm  erect 
vested,  gules  cuffed  argent,  holding  in  the  hand  PPR  five  ears 
of  wheat,  or.  Motto:  In  Lumine  Luce ,  which  means,  the  bearer 
of  the  torch  gives  light. 

William  Thomson,  b.  1727,  m.  Ann  Rodes  in  1752  and  had 
twelve  children:  Ann,  b.  1752;  Rodes,  b.  1754;  Mary,  b.  1757; 
William,  Jr.,  b.  1759;  Clifton,  b.  1761;  Asa,  b.  1764;  John,  b. 
1766;  Eunice,  b.  1768;  Elizabeth,  b.  1770;  Lydia,  b.  1773;  Gen 
David,  b.  1775;  Sarah,  b.  1778. 

Asa  Thomson,  bom  in  1764,  married  Dianna  Quarles.  They 
had  five  sons  and  three  daughters:  Robert  Yancy,  b.  1800,  m. 
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Elizabeth  Bryant;  Asa  Quarles  m.  Margaret  Wallace;  George  m. 
Pulliam;  John  m.  Nancy  Ellis;  Polly  m.  Robert  Kirtley;  Martha 
m.  Asa  Pruitt;  Roger.  Martha’s  daughter  m.  Jim  Timony.  They 
had  a  daughter  who  married  Charles  Hon.  Nancy  married  W. 
Garth,  and  their  son  was  killed  on  his  wedding  trip.  He  and  his 
wife  were  drowned  when  the  ship  Lady  Elgin  went  down.  He 
left  his  money  to  the  town  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  to  build  a  YMCA. 

John  Thomson,  son  of  William  and  Ann  Rodes,  m.  Sarah 
Woodson  Ragland;  Eunice  m.  Rodes  Smith;  David  m.  Betsy 
Suggett;  Ann  m.  Phillip  Webber;  Rodes  m.  Sally  Vivian.  Rodes 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution.  He  was  in  Col.  Thomson’s 
regiment  of  mounted  rangers. 

He  was  Col.  Thomson’s  son.  He  and  his  brother  Asa  were  in 
the  War  of  1812.  See  United  States  Biographical  Dictionary , 
page  270.

Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  is  the  son  of  John  Franklin  Rucker, 
b.  Jan.  15,  1860,  d.  June  5,  1939,  and  Belinda  Coates,  b.  Feb.  9, 
1860,  d.  1948;  m.  Nov.  15,  1882,  John  F.  Rucker’s  father  was 
Franklin  Head  Rucker.  He  was  bom  in  Orange  County,  Va., 
d.  1866  at  Roanoke,  Mo.,  and  is  buried  there.  He  was  educated 
in  the  public  schools  of  Missouri,  then  attended  the  state  uni¬ 
versity.  He  was  a  Confederate,  fought  in  the  Civil  War,  and 
served  under  Gen.  Sterling  Price,  who  was  his  uncle,  Mrs.  Price 
being  his  mother’s  sister. 

Franklin  Head  Rucker  was  married  twice,  first  to  Miss  Vawn 
(Vaughn),  no  children,  second  to  Amanda  Thomson,  b.  1834, 
daughter  of  Asa  Quarles  Thomson,  of  Howard  County.  They 
had  the  following  children:  Anna,  who  died  young;  Mattie; 
Georgia;  John  Franklin,  who  married  Belinda  Coates,  daughter 
of  Judge  J.  Tunstall  Coates  and  Amanda  Smith,  daughter  of 
Joel  Smith. 

Franklin  Head  Rucker’s  father  was  Minor  Rucker.  He  was  a 
colonel  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  came  to  Missouri  from 
Virginia  in  1820  and  settled  on  a  farm  close  to  where  Huntsville 
now  is.  He  had  a  large  tobacco  plantation  and  owned  hundreds 
of  slaves.  His  father  came  from  France,  and  was  of  the  French 
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Huguenots,  whom  religious  persecution  drove  from  their  native 
land. 

Minor  Rucker  died  in  1867,  his  wife  died  in  1846.  They  had 
eight  children:

She  had  a  sister  who 
married  Gen.  Sterling  Price — her  name  was  Martha- — and  an¬ 
other  sister,  Amanda  Head,  who  married  Dabney  Garth.  These 
three  Head  sisters  were  the  daughters  of  John  Head  of  Virginia.

Samuel  Thomson  came  to  America  in  1717.  He  was  the  son 
of  William  Thomson,  of  Blair  Manor,  Ayreshire,  Scotland.  Samuel 
m.  Mollie  McDonald,  and  gave  birth  to  William,  b.  1727,  m. 
Ann  Rodes.  They  had  twelve  children.  A  son,  Asa  m.  Diana 
Quarles.  They  had  children.  One  son  married  Margaret  Wallace; 
his  name  was  Asa  Quarles  Thomson.  One  daughter,  Amanda 
Thomson,  married  Franklin  Head  Rucker.  Their  son,  John 
Franklin  Rucker,  married  Belinda  Coates,  had  sons  J.  Frank 
Rucker  and  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  married  LauraLee  Bush, 
June  11,  1922. 

From  the  above  you  see  William  Thomson,  b.  1727,  m.  Ann

in  the  Rebellion  of  Virginia.  He  came  to  Virginia  in  1613,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  blouse  of  Burgesses  of  New  Kent  County.

Minor  J.  Rucker  was  a  physician  and  surgeon  as  well  as  a 
farmer  for  thirty-five  years.  Dr.  Rucker  practiced  at  Keytesville, 
Mo.  His  name  will  ever  hold  an  honored  place  in  the  annals  of 
the  medical  profession  of  Chariton  County,  Mo. 

Minor  Rucker  was  bom  in  Orange  County,  Va.,  Jan.,  1829, 
and  was  the  son  of  Minor  Rucker  and  Harriet  Head,  both  of 
Virginia. 

When  a  lad  of  eight  his  parents  moved  to  Missouri  and  settled 
in  Randolph  County,  four  miles  south  of  where  Huntsville  is 
now;  his  parents  lived  here  until  their  death.  His  mother  died 
in  1846,  his  father  in  1867.  Minor  J.  Rucker  was  their  son,  one 
of  eight  children.  They  were  Joel,  who  had  children  Amanda  B.; 
Wallace;  James;  George;  Dabney;  Ida,  wife  of  Digges;  Martha, 
wife  of  June  Williams;  John  M.;  James,  of  Higbee,  Mo.,  whose 
wife  was  Catherine  Smith,  daughter  of  William  Smith  and 
Florence  Head.  William  was  the  brother  of  Amanda  Smith,  who 
married  Tunstall  Coates;  Hattie  m.  Oscar  Brown,  an  attorney 
from  Oregon;  Franklin  Head  Rucker  married  Amanda  Catherine 
Thomson,  daughter  of  Asa  Quarles  Thomson. 

Franklin  Head  Rucker  died  at  the  home  of  his  wife’s  sister, 
Sarah  Thomson  Carey,  wife  of  Capt.  S.  Q.  Carey.  He  died  of 
cholera  in  1866  at  Ronoke,  Mo.,  and  is  buried  in  that  cemetery. 

Minor  J.  Rucker  was  educated  at  Lost  Ceder  Academy  in 
Huntsville,  attended  school  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  graduated 
from  the  Medical  Department  in  1849. 

In  the  spring  of  1861,  on  the  call  of  General  Jackson  he  raised 
a  company  and  went  to  Lexington,  where  he  was  made  an  as¬ 
sistant  surgeon  to  Col.  Burbridge  Regiment. 

Jan.  8,  Dr.  Rucker  was  married  to  Narcissa  Givens,  daughter 
of  William  Givens  and  Mary  Stevenson.  Dr.  Rucker  and  his  wife 
have  a  family  of  seven:  William  Jackson;  Anna;  Walter;  Arthur; 
Mina;  Harry,  a  doctor,  was  a  member  of  A.F.  and  A.M.

Capt.  Thomas  Parson  Coates  was  married  four  times,  to  Lucy 
Bartlet;  Belinda  Durrett;  Frances  Higbee;  and  Mrs.  Susan 
Turner.  He  is  buried  on  the  Coates  farm,  two  miles  northeast  of 
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Moberly.  He  was  born  in  Virginia.  He  was  the  son  of  a  noble¬ 
man  of  England,  who  died  when  Thomas  was  young;  he  is  the 
father  of  Capt.  Thomas  Parson  Coates  married  Sarah  P.  Garth, 
who  descended  from  the  nobility.  She  had  one  sister,  Betsy,  and 
a  brother,  Jack  Garth. 

John  Tunstall  Coates  married  Amanda  Smith.  Their  daughter 
married  John  Franklin  Rucker  and  had  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker, 
who  married  LauraLee  Bush. 

Amanda  Smith’s  father  was  Joel  Smith,  who  married  Dorcas 
Tureman.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Tureman  and  his 
wife  Sally,  married  June  11,  1789. 

The  Durrett  family:  Thomas  Durrett  was  born  March  29, 
1777,  in  Carolina  County,  Va.  He  died  Sept.  23,  1860,  and  is 
buried  on  the  Tunstall  Coates  Farm  (now  known  as  the  Martin 
place,  about  one  and  a  half  miles  southeast  of  Moberly,  Mo.). 
He  married  Dorothy  Tompkins,  b.  Feb.  22,  1780,  in  Virginia, 
d.  Aug.  30,  1857,  in  Missouri.  They  were  married  Aug.  28,  1804, 
by  Rev.  Hugh  Boggs,  an  Episcopalian.  They  had  one  child, 
Belinda,  who  married  Capt.  Thomas  Parsons  Coates,  March  16, 
1824. 

The  Quarles  family:  John  Quarles  was  from  London,  England. 
His  son,  John  Quarles  II,  married  Miss  Mallory,  niece  of  Capt. 
Roger  Mallory.  John  Quarles  had  nine  sons.  John  Quarles  III, 
married  Frances  West,  a  granddaughter  of  Col.  John  West, 
youngest  son  of  the  second  Lord  de  la  Warre,  and  Governor  of 
the  Virginia  Colony.  The  four  West  brothers,  Thomas,  Frances, 
Nathaniel,  and  John,  were  all  governors  of  the  Virginia  Colony, 
and  were  living  in  Virginia  in  1700.  They  had  a  son  Roger 
Quarles  I. 

Roger  Quarles  I  m.  Jane  Tunstall.  He  took  the  oath  as  cap¬ 
tain  of  militia  in  Caroline  County.  He  was  chinch  warden  of 
St.  Margaret’s  parish  in  Caroline  County,  Va. 

Roger  Quarles  II,  who  married  Mary  Goodloe,  had  ten  chil¬ 
dren:

The  West  Family 

The  great  house  of  Wests  of  England  was  the  first  to  display 
arms  upon  their  shields.  These  were  armorial  bearings. 

Among  the  families  of  noble  descent,  who  were  represented 
in  this  country  in  its  early  days,  none  were  of  more  distinguished 
lineage  than  the  families  of  De  la  Ware  (West).  Royal  blood 
flowed  in  their  veins.  The  family  tree  is  traced  from  Alfred  the 
Great  through  thirteen  generations  to  Edmond,  Earl  of  Lan¬ 
caster,  third  son  of  King  Henry  III.

The  Reade  Family

Cook.  Robert  Reade’s  wife  was  Mildred  Wyndebank  (of  royal 
descent) — see  charts  of  Magna  Charta  and  Charlemagne.

A  son,  Thomas 
Reade,  married  Lucy  Gwynne.  They  had  a  daughter,  Joyce, 
who  married  Christopher  Tompkins  II,  and  they  had  Capt. 
Francis  Tompkins,  who  married  Frances  Quarles.  They  had 
Dorothy  Tompkins,  who  married  Tarlton  Durrett.  They  had 
Relinda  Durrett,  who  married  Capt.  Thomas  Parsons  Coates. 
They  had  John  Tunstall  Coates,  who  married  Amanda  Smith, 
who  had  Belinda  Coates,  who  married  John  Franklin  Rucker. 
They  had  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker,  who  married  LauraLee  Bush. 

The  Bernard  Family 

Lucy  Bernard  married  Dr.  Edmond  Gwynne.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Col.  William  Bernard  and  Lucy  Higginson,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Capt.  Robert  Higginson,  b.  1625,  d.  1675.  His  wife  was 
Joanna  Tokesby  of  London,  England.  Col.  William  Bernard  had 
royal  descent,  and  Magna  Charta  descent.  Dr.  Edmond  Gwynne 
and  Lucy  Bernard  had  Lucy  Gwynne,  who  married  Thomas 
Reade.  This  line  is  continued  under  the  Reade  family.  Lucy 
Higginson  married  three  times.  Her  third  husband  was  Phillipp 
Leadwell.  Robert  E.  Lee  and  his  wife  are  descended  from  this 
third  marriage. 


The  Gwynne  Family 

The  Gwynne  family  owned  Gwynne  Island  in  Mathews 
County,  Va.  This  island  is  said  to  have  been  given  them  by  the 
father  of  Pocahontas,  because  one  of  the  family  saved  Pocahontas 
from  drowning. 

Rev.  George  Gwynne  of  Abington  Church,  Ware  Parish,  had 
Dr.  Edmond  Gwynne,  who  married  Lucy  Bernard.  They  had

The  four  West 
brothers  were  all  Governors  of  Virginia.  John  Quarles  and 
Frances  West  had  a  son,  Roger  Quarles  I,  who  married  Jane 
Tunstall.  They  had  Roger  Quarles  II,  who  married  Mary  Good- 
loe,  and  they  had  Dianna  Quarles,  who  married  Asa  Thomson, 
the  great-great-grandfather  of  LauraLee  Bush.  Another  daughter 
of  John  Quarles  and  Frances  West  was  Frances,  who  married 
Francis  Tompkins.  They  had  Dorothy  Tompkins,  who  married 
Tarlton  Durrett.  They  had  Belinda  Durrett,  who  married  Thomas 
Parsons  Coates,  and  had  John  Tunstall  Coates,  who  married 
Amanda  Smith.  They  had  Belinda  Coates,  who  married  John 
Franklin  Rucker.

Captain  Thomas  Parsons  Coates  was  born  1791,  died  June  26, 
1870.  He  was  a  son  of  a  nobleman  of  England,  as  was  his  mother, 
Sarah  P.  Garth.  She  had  one  sister,  Elizabeth,  and  one  brother, 
Jack  Garth,  who  was  a  merchant  in  New  York  for  many  years; 
Capt.  Thomas  Parsons  Coates  had  two  brothers,  David  and 
John,  who  left  no  families. 

Capt.  Coates  was  married  four  times,  to  Lucy  Bartlett;  Belinda 
Durrett;  Frances  Higbee;  Susan  Turner.  Capt.  Thomas  Parsons 
Coates  and  Belinda  Durrett  were  married  March  1824.  She  was 
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the  daughter  of  Tarlton  Durrett,  who  died  in  1860,  aged  83 
years.  He  was  bom  1777.  His  wife  was  Dorothy  Tompkins,  b. 
1780,  d.  1857.  Their  son,  John  Tunstall  Coates,  b.  1831,  d.  1919, 
married  Amanda  Smith  first.  She  died  in  1868  at  age  32.  He  then 
married  her  sister,  Julia  Smith.  By  his  first  wife  he  had  six  chil¬ 
dren.  His  daughter,  Belinda  Durrett  Coates  (Minnie),  bom  Feb. 
9,  1860,  m.  Nov.  15,  1882,  John  Franklin  Rucker,  b.  Jan.  15, 
1860.  They  had  two  children,  John  Franklin,  Jr.,  b.  Oct.  28,  1883, 
unmarried;  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker,  b.  Sept.  2,  1885,  m.  LauraLee 
Bush  June  11,  1922. 


The  Smith  Family 

Joel  Smith,  b.  1802,  d.  1882,  m.  Dorcas  Tureman,  b.  1806,  d. 
1889,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sally  Tureman.  Their  children 
were  Margaret;  Henderson;  Elizabeth;  and  Mary  and  Martha, 
who  were  twins.  Martha  died  young,  and  Mary  married  William 
James  and  had  children:  Laura  m.  Wight;  Lizzie  m.  Baker,  had 
daughter  Eula,  single  Amanda  Smith,  daughter  of  Joel,  m.  Tun¬ 
stall  Coates,  the  grandfather  of  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker;  William 
Smith,  b.  1832,  m.  Florence  Head;  Anna  Eliza,  b.  1839,  m. 
George  Bradford;  Sarah  Catherine,  b.  1840,  m.  James  E.  Rucker, 
uncle  of  John  Franklin  Rucker;  Jula,  b.  1844,  m.  Tunstall  Coates. 
She  was  his  second  wife  and  sister  of  his  first  wife. 

The  Durrett  Family 

Tarlton  Durrett,  b.  Mar.  29,  1777,  in  Virginia,  d.  1860,  m. 
Dorothy  Tompkins,  had  one  daughter,  Belinda  Durrett.  She 
married  Capt.  Thomas  Parsons  Coates,  1825,  in  Henry  County, 
Kentucky.  They  had  John  Tunstall  Coates,  who  married  Amanda 
Smith.  They  had  Belinda  Coates.  She  married  John  Franklin 
Rucker  and  had  J.  Frank  Rucker  and  Tunstal  Coates  Rucker.  He 
married  LauraLee  Bush. 

The  Quarles  Family 

John  Quarles  I  had  son  John  Quarles  II,  who  married  Miss 
Mallory,  niece  of  Capt.  Roger  Mallory,  from  whom  the  name  of 
Roger  came  into  the  family  of  Quarles.  John  Quarles  II  had  nine

ried  Mary  Goodloe.  They  had  ten  children.  A  daughter,  Dianna, 
married  Asa  Thomson,  who  was  the  great-great-grandfather  of 
LauraLee  Bush.  Another  daughter  married  Frances  Tompkins, 
who  had  Dorothy.  She  married  Tarlton,  had  Belinda  Durrett, 
who  married  Thomas  Parsons  Coates.  She  had  John  Tunstall 
Coates,  who  married  Amanda  Smith,  and  they  had  Belinda 
Coates.  She  married  John  F.  Rucker,  and  had  Tunstall  Rucker.

He  was  the  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Good¬ 
loe,  of  Ashpole,  England.  Family  arms  registered  1613.  They  had 
George  Goodloe  I,  b.  1639,  d.  1710,  m.  Mary  Gibson.  They  had 
Hemy  Goodloe,  who  married  Elizabeth  Todd,  who  died  1751. 
They  had  Elizabeth  Goodloe,  who  married  Robert  Durrett; 
Katherine  Goodloe  m.  John  Durrett,  and  they  had  Robert; 
Henry;  Jane,  who  married  Moulder;  George  Goodloe,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Dianna  Minor,  b.  1710,  d.  1749.  George  Goodloe,  b.  1701, 
and  Dianna  Minor  had  six  children.  Their  daughter  Mary  Good¬ 
loe  m.  Roger  Quarles  II,  and  had  Francis  Quarles,  who  married 
Francis  Tompkins.  They  had  Dorothy  Tompkins,  who  married 
Tarlton  Durrett.  They  had  Belinda  Durrett,  who  married  Capt. 
Thomas  Parsons  Coates.  They  had  John  Tunstall  Coates,  who 
married  Amanda  Smith.  They  had  Belinda  Durrett  Coates,  who 
married  Atty.  John  Franklin  Rucker.  They  had  Tunstall  Coates, 
who  married  LauraLee  Bush.

Amanda  Catherine,  b.  1834,  m.  Franklin  Head  Rucker.  Their 
children  were  Georgia,  who  married  D.  L.  Morrison;  John  Frank¬ 
lin  Rucker,  who  married  Belinda  Coates.  The  latter  had  J.  Frank 
Rucker  and  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker,  who  married  LauraLee 
Bush. 

Oscar  Fitzallen  Thomson,  b.  Nov.  25,  1830,  son  of  Asa  Quarles 
Thomson  and  Margaret  Wallace,  m.  Susan  Almira  Atwood,  b. 
1852,  in  1867.  They  had  children.  Rilla  Allen  and  Phoebe  Ann, 
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b.  1874,  were  the  only  ones  living  in  1959.  The  children  of 
Phoebe  Ann  and  her  husband  Charles  Herbert  Bartholomew 
(b.  Dec.  13,  1877,  m.  Oct.  27,  1901)  were  Mary  Almyra  Bar¬ 
tholomew,  who  married  Arthur  Truman  Sether,  b.  Oct.  20,  1902, 
on  Sept.  15,  1926.  Their  children  were  Phebe  Marie  Sether,  b. 
Feb.  10,  1928;  Faye  Amaryllis  Bartholomew,  b.  1904,  m.  Marion 
C.  Finch,  b.  1909;  Oscar  Fitzallen  Bartholomew,  b.  1906,  m. 
Bulah  Hard,  b.  1918;  Lila  Geneva  Bartholomew,  b.  1913. 

Oscar  Fitzallen  Thomson  and  his  brother,  Henry  Clay,  crossed 
the  plains  to  Sacramental  Valley,  Cal.,  in  1850,  in  covered 
wagons.  This  was  the  second  year  of  the  gold  rush.  Their  parents, 
Asa  Quarles  Thomson  and  Margaret  Wallace,  came  from  Ken¬ 
tucky  to  Missouri  and  were  farmers  and  slave  owners,  raised 
cotton,  tobacco,  and  sheep. 

After  he  left  California,  Oscar  settled  in  Oregon  on  a  farm  on 
Butter  Creek,  not  far  from  Echo.  At  one  time  he  lived  in  Unatilla, 
and  was  elected  sheriff  of  that  county  in  1868. 

John  Thomson,  b.  1766,  son  of  William  Thomson,  b.  1727,  and 
Ann  Rodes,  who  married  Sarah  Wordson  Ragland,  daughter  of 
John  Ragland.  They  had  eight  children:  Polly;  James;  W. 
George;  Louisa;  Sally  Ann,  who  married  John  McGarvey,  who 
died  leaving  four  children,  Sarah,  John,  Nancy,  and  Mary;  Polly, 
who  married  Dr.  Saltonstall.  She  died  about  the  time  John 
McGarvey  died,  so  Dr.  Saltonstall,  who  had  nine  children  by 
Polly,  married  Sally  Ann  McGarvey,  Polly’s  sister.  They  had  five 
children,  bringing  into  the  family  eighteen  children. 

Of  Sally  Ann’s  children,  the  three  youngest  were  William, 
James,  and  Martha.  William  had  a  daughter  Jennie  and  son 
Samuel.  Jennie,  who  married  Dysart  first  and  Bayles  second; 
Sam,  who  married  Laura  Thomson,  daughter  of  Pike  M.  Thom¬ 
son,  b.  1819.  James  was  a  lawyer  and  lived  in  Slater,  Mo.  Martha 
married  Asa  Payton  Thomson,  son  of  Robert  Thomson.  Martha 
and  Asa  were  cousins. 


GENEALOGY  OF  PETER  WALLACE 

Peter  Wallace  was  born  in  Ayreshire,  Scotland,  in  1680.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Woods  in  1705.  She  was  born  in  Ireland,  the 
daughter  of  John  Woods  and  Elizabeth  Warsop.  Peter  Wallace 
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died  in  Ireland  and  was  survived  by  his  wife  and  several 
children. 

Elizabeth  Woods  Wallace  came  to  America  with  her  brother, 
Michael  Woods,  and  his  family  in  1724. 

The  son  of  Peter  Wallace  was  Samuel.  He  lived  in  Virginia. 
The  first  session  of  the  County  Court  of  Rockbridge  County  was 
held  in  1778  in  his  home.  His  will  was  admitted  to  court  for 
probate  at  Lexington,  Va.,  in  1786.  He  married  Esther  Baker 
and  had  five  children:  Caleb;  Andrew;  Elizabeth;  Samuel;  and 
Manuel. 

Andrew  Wallace  was  born  Sept.  25,  1748,  and  died  in  1825. 
He  was  buried  at  Stanford,  Ky.  He  married  Catherine  Parks. 
Their  children  were  Samuel;  James;  Elizabeth;  Mary;  Joseph; 
Richard;  Caty;  and  Caleb.  Samuel  married  Anna  Snoddy,  born 
Oct.,  1778.  They  had  a  son,  Samuel  Findley  Wallace,  and  a 
daughter,  Margaret  Wallace,  b.  Sept.  21,  1803.  Anna  Snoddy 
was  bom  in  North  Carolina,  and  when  21  she  moved  to  Howard 
County,  Missouri.  Samuel  died  in  1852,  and  she  in  1862.  They 
are  buried  in  the  Wallace  cemetery  on  the  farm  owned  by 
Marion  Walker,  near  Roanoke,  Missouri. 

Margaret  Wallace  married  Asa  Quarles  Thomson,  and  they 
lived  on  the  farm  at  Roanoke.  Their  daughter,  Amanda,  married 
Franklin  Head  Rucker.  Their  son,  John  Franklin  Rucker,  married 
Belinda  Coates,  and  their  son,  Tunstall  Coates  Rucker,  married 
LauraLee  Bush. 

One  of  the  sons  of  Asa  Quarles  Thomson  and  Margaret  Wal¬ 
lace  was  Oscar  Fitzallen  Thomson.  Their  daughter,  Phebe  Ann 
Thomson,  married  Charles  Herbert  Bartholomew,  had  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  Mary,  and  she  married  Arthur  Truman  Sether.  Mary  is  also 
interested  in  the  family  genealogy,  and  made  a  trip  to  England 
and  visited  Scotland  in  July,  1957.  She  and  Lida  Jarman  spent  a 
few  days  in  Edinburgh,  paying  a  visit  to  the  old  castle  and  walk¬ 
ing  the  Royal  Mile  to  Holyrood  House  in  the  older  part  of  the 
city.  Edinburgh  is  a  lovely  city,  as  she  wrote  of  her  trip.  They 
next  visited  Glasgow,  and  spent  one  day  at  Ayrs.  Here  is  located 
the  Burns  monument,  and  here  Robert  the  Bruce  was  crowned 
the  first  King  of  Scotland  in  1315.  They  visited  the  site  of  that 
church  where  Parliament  met  and  declared  that  the  Scottish 
crown  should  belong  to  Robert  and  his  heirs.  Only  the  tower, 
which  was  restored  in  1914,  is  standing.  They  found  the  name 
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of  Thomson  on  many  business  houses,  and  the  name  of  Thomson 
to  be  quite  well  known. 

The  old  Auld  Kirk  in  Ayrs  was  the  parish  church  until  recently. 
It  is  a  Presbyterian  church,  and  has  been  in  constant  use  since  it 
was  built  in  1654.  It  is  in  an  excellent  state  of  repair.  It  has 
beautiful  stained  glass  windows,  mahogany  pews  which  are  kept 
well  polished,  and  a  beautiful  pulpit.  In  the  graveyard  surround¬ 
ing  it,  they  found  the  grave  of  Thomas  Thomson  and  his  mother, 
Mary  Fleming.  They  took  pictures  of  these  graves;  this  Thomas 
Thomson  must  have  been  the  nephew  of  Sir  Thomas  Fleming, 
but  we  can  not  find  the  Proof  as  yet;  but  the  Fleming  and 
Thomson  families  intermarried  for  generations. 


RUCKER  FAMILY 

An  interesting  story  was  in  a  Virginia  paper  about  the  time 
Mrs.  Hadley  (Jane  Rucker)  and  Alben  Barkley  were  married. 
Of  course  the  Vice  President  getting  married  was  news,  and  the 
Virginia  paper  had  all  about  the  family  of  Jane,  they  could  find. 
The  story  is  about  William  P.  Rucker.  He  was  a  doctor  and  in 
1834  he  was  commissioned  by  the  Governor  Boreman  of  West 
Virginia  as  major  of  the  13th  West  Virginia  Infantry,  and  after 
the  war  was  committeeman  for  eighteen  years. 

The  paper  says  this  is  a  true  story,  a  tradition  which  is  still 
told  in  eastern  Panhandle,  concerning  the  doctor  and  William 
G.  Mathews,  a  brother  of  West  Virginia  Governor  Henry  M. 
Mathews  (1887-1891).  As  a  result  of  friendly  bantering,  they,  in 
jest,  at  some  time  agreed  that  whichever  died  first  would  pass 
by  on  the  way  to  the  Promised  Land  and  ring  the  doorbell  at  the 
other's  home. 

One  day,  late  in  the  afternoon,  the  Mathews  doorbell  began  to 
ring,  and  would  not  stop.  Mrs.  Mathews  called  a  neighbor  and 
asked  him  if  he  would  come  and  see  what  was  wrong.  He  could 
stop  it  only  by  dismantling  it,  but  the  cause  was  not  found. 
When  Mr.  Mathews  came  home,  he  was  told.  He  answered  light¬ 
ly  that  he  could  not  account  for  it  unless  Will  Rucker  had  passed 
by  on  his  way  to  the  Promised  Land. 

At  the  time  no  thought  of  Dr.  Rucker  being  anything  but  in 
his  usual  health,  but  a  few  minutes  later  the  household  was 
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shocked  when  a  messenger  arrived  on  horseback  with  the  news 
from  Mrs.  Rucker  that  the  doctor  had  died  suddenly  about  the 
time  the  bell  had  been  ringing.  Strange  things  do  happen. 

Other  news  in  the  Virginia  paper  was  that  the  father  of  Jane 
would  not  be  able  to  attend  her  wedding.  He,  Roy  Rucker,  was 
in  a  hospital  in  Kansas  City  at  the  time.

Jane  Mary  Tunstall,  daughter  of  Edmond  Tunstall  and  his 
wife  Catherine  Long,  married  Thomas  Fox.  He  died  at  his  estate, 
‘Toxe’s,”  at  Pamunkey  Neck,  on  the  Mattaponi  River,  in  King 
William  County,  Va. 


Miss  Amanda  Rucker 

A  very  interesting  lady,  b.  1870,  d.  Nov.,  1954,  she  was  born 
at  Huntsville,  Mo.  Her  father,  Joel  Rucker,  and  mother,  Ellen 
McCambell,  lived  on  a  farm,  and  owned  hundreds  of  slaves. 
Joel  was  the  son  of  Minor  Rucker  and  Harriett  Head. 

Miss  Amanda  Rucker  was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church, 
member  of  the  Elizabeth  Benton  Chapter  of  the  D.A.R.,  member 
of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Colonists,  was  Regent  of  Mary 
Ball  Washington  Chapter  of  Kansas  City.  Their  children’s  chap¬ 
ter  is  named  the  Peter  Rucker  Chapter.  She  was  a  member  of 
Parliamentary  Club;  Democratic  Club;  and  the  Teachers  Club. 
She  taught  in  the  Kansas  City  schools  for  forty-four  years,  and 
was  also  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

She  left  an  estate  of  over  $50,000.  She  is  survived  by  two 
nephews,  George  A.  Rucker  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  and  Walter  J. 
Rucker  of  Wichita,  Kansas,  and  a  number  of  nieces  and  nephews 
(grand).  Amanda  Rucker  was  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Denver,  Col.,  student  at  Columbia  University,  in  New  York,  and 
the  University  of  Missouri,  at  Columbia,  Missouri. 

THE  GRAVES  FAMILY 
by  J.  C.  Graves,  printed  in  1896 
Vol.  1 

The  Graves  family  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  in  England.  It 
went  in  with  the  Norman  army,  and  its  members  have  been 
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known  as  Graves,  Reeaves  and  De  Graves.  In  the  Domesday 
Book  for  Lincolnshire,  it  is  recorded,  Graves. 

The  family  lived  in  early  days  of  that  part  of  England  now 
known  as  Lincoln,  Nottingham,  Derby,  and  York.  The  family  is 
recorded  in  the  Parish  of  Beeley,  near  Chatworth,  northern  part 
of  Derbyshire,  where  the  family  resided  as  early  as  the  Reign  of 
Henry  III  (1216-1272).  In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  I,  1558,  John 
Graves  became  a  pershaser  of  Beeley,  a  lovely  castle,  with  an 
enclosed  court.  In  the  Little  Church  at  Beeley,  within  the  altar 
rails,  is  a  fine  flat  stone  on  which  is  cut  the  coat  of  arms  of  this 
family,  with  its  motto,  Suprema  Quaero.  “This  13th  day  of  Oct. 
1694,  Ann  Bird  his  wife,  was  the  Dtr.  of  George  Bird,  Gent,  of 
Stanley  Hall” — Graves  Ancestry-Genealogy  by  Philps  Leach, 
page  55,  says  John  Graves,  born  in  England,  came  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  colonies  with  his  wife  in  1635,  and  settled  in  Concord,  Mass. 
He  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Petition  of  1643  for  the  general 
support  of  the  government.  One  of  these  is  in  the  Historical 
Society  in  Boston.  He  signed  in  favor  of  Martinmand;  in  1644, 
his  name  was  attached  to  a  document  pledging  to  support  the 
government.  He  had  several  sons.  References:  History  of  Nor- 
fold,  1744—1900,  p.  721.

As  early  as  1574  members  of  the  Graves  (Greves)  family  are 
mentioned  as  at  Kings  Norton  in  Worcester  County,  where  in 
the  chapel  is  found  a  large  monument  to  Sir  Richard  Greves, 
Kt.,  with  crest;  he  died  in  1631.  In  the  rolls  of  the  Exchequer 
Lay  Subsidies  for  Buckingham  and  Northampton  Counties,  there 
are  found  taxes  laid  against  different  members  of  the  family  as 
early  as  1522,  and  from  that  time  forward.  John  Graves  was  a 
resident  of  Cleckheaton,  in  the  parish  of  Birstall,  and  Wapentake 
of  Morley,  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  as  early  as  the  time 
of  Edward  IV  ( 1461-1483).  And  from  him  descend  several  of  the 
most  prominent  families  in  Great  Britain. 

A  piece  in  a  New  York  City  paper  of  Feb.,  1955: 

“A  Daughter  of  Countess  Dies”— “Lady  Mary  Graves,  34-year- 
old  daughter  of  a  British  countess,  died  under  puzzling  circum- 
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stances  in  her  luxurious  Central  Park  apartment  early  today. 
Information  available  here  was  that  Lady  Mary  has  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  Brigitte  and  Beatrice  Wenefryde,  who  are  now  in  Britain. 
Her  mother,  Lady  Winefryde  Agatha  Greaves,  lives  in  a  Scottish 
castle.  Lady  Mary  is  survived  by  two  sisters,  Lady  Rosamund 
Agnes,  the  presumptive  Heiress;  and  Lady  Katherine.”  Family 
tradition  is  that  this  family  is  closely  related  to  the  American 
Graves  families.

1751,  and  their  son,  George  Goodloe,  b.  1701,  d.  1741,  m.  Dianna 
Minor,  b.  1710,  and  their  daughter,  b.  1728,  was  Mary  Goodloe, 
who  married  Roger  Quarles  of  Virginia  in  1744.  His  father  was 
Roger  Quarles  I.

Col.  George  Reade  was  the  son  of  Robert  Reade  and  Mildred 
Windebank,  and  her  father  was  Sir  Thomas  Windebank,  who 
was  Secretary  of  State  to  Charles  I.  George  Reade  acted  as 
deputy  Secretary  of  Virginia  Colony,  and  was  Burgess  for  James 
City  County  in  1649.  He  removed  soon  after  this  to  York  County, 
and  was  one  of  the  justices  there  in  1652.  During  the  Common¬ 
wealth  period,  he  was  elected  by  the  House  of  Burgesses  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Council  of  State,  a  position  in  which  he  was  confirmed 
by  Charles  II,  in  1660,  in  the  Royal  Commission  issued  at  that 
time.  He  remained  a  Councillor  till  his  death  in  Oct.,  1671.  He 
was  survived  by  four  sons:  Robert;  Francis;  Thomas;  and  Ben¬ 
jamin;  and  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Mildred. 

At  York  Town,  the  gravestone  of  Col.  George  Reade  is  on  the 
ground,  close  by  Scotch  Tom  Nelson’s  tombstone.  These  are 
some  of  the  York  Town  shrines  in  Kentucky.

Capt.  Nicholas  Martiau  came  to  America  in  1620  on  the 
Frances  Bona  Adventure  from  England.

Their  daughter, 
Elizabeth  Elnora  Goodwin,  m.  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson.  Their 
daughter,  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson,  m.  William  Dennis  Bush. 
Their  daughter,  LauraLee  Bush,  m.  Tunstall  C.  Rucker.  Daugh¬ 
ter  Lois  Eunice  Adams  married  Andrew  Thomas  Stirrat.  They 
have  two  children,  Lois  Lee  and  Thomas  Merrill. 

Captain  Nicholas  Martiau  was  a  French  Huguenot,  denizened 
in  England  before  coming  to  America  to  Virginia.  He  was  an 
engineer,  and  came  over  at  the  solicitation  of  his  good  friend, 
Lord  Huntington,  to  erect  fortifications  in  the  Colony.  He  came 
in  1620.  He  settled  in  Elizabeth  Town  in  1625,  then  moved  to 
York  County,  Virginia.  He  was  Burgess.  He  was  the  owner  of 
the  present  site  of  York  Town.  He  owned  thousands  of  acres  of 
land  on  York  River.  York  Town  was  built  on  this  land,  and  his 
great-great- great-grandson.  General  George  Washington,  received 
the  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis  on  the  land  of  his  forefathers.

Graves;  he  is  the  son  of  James  Coleman  Goodwin  and  Nancy 
Graves;  he  is  the  son  of  Peter  Goodwin  and  Sarah  Coleman; 
daughter  of  P.  F.  Coleman  and  wife  Hawes;  Peter  Goodwin  was 
the  son  of  James  Goodwin,  who  married  twice,  first  Dianna 
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Chisman,  second  Elizabeth  Chapman.  This  James  Goodwin  was 
the  son  of  Peter  Goodwin,  m.  ( 1796 )  Rebecca  Tiplady,  daughter 
of  Capt.  John  Tiplady.  He  was  the  son  of  John  Tiplady  and 
Rebecca  Hethersall  Wythe.  Peter  Goodwin's  wife  was  Rebecca 
Tiplady.  Capt.  John  Tiplady  was  the  son  of  John  Tiplady  and 
Ruth  Beale.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Col.  Thomas  Beale,  b. 
1619,  d.  1688,  and  his  wife  Alice.  She  died  Feb.  24,  1702. 

Col.  Thomas  Beale  was  a  member  of  the  Kings  Council  of 
York  County,  and  was  commander  of  Fort  York  in  1652,  a 
justice  of  the  peace  and  lieutenant. 

Col.  Thomas  Beale  and  his  wife  Alice  are  mentioned  in  York 
County  Records  of  1671.  A  letter  in  Thomas  Beale’s  handwriting 
is  filed  in  the  York  County  Records,  to  show  he  was  an  educated 
man  and  capable  of  the  work  assigned  to  him.  He  was  warden 
of  Bruton  Church,  Williamsburg,  Va. 

King  Charles  II  of  England,  in  a  letter  to  Governor  Burkeley 
of  Virginia  dated  Sept.  30,  1688  says  of  Thomas  Beale:  “Of 
whose  ability  and  prudence  the  King  has  long  experienced.”

COL.  JOHN  WEST 

Major  John  West  was  the  son  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  John 
West,  and  Matilda  Scarburgh,  daughter  of  Col.  Edmond  Scar- 
burgh.  Major  John  West  married  Elizabeth  Nelson  in  King 
County,  Va.  She  was  the  granddaughter  of  Gen.  Thomas  Nelson. 
The  daughter  of  Major  John  West  was  Frances  West,  b.  1673, 
m.  1690  to  John  Quarles  III.  Their  son,  Roger  Quarles  I,  b.  1695, 
d.  1751,  m.  1718  in  Caroline  County,  Va.,  to  Jane  Tunstall,  who 
was  bom  in  England. 

He  was  Captain  of  Militia  in  1744,  d.  1751,  m.  1718.  He  men¬ 
tioned  his  wife  Jane  Tunstall  in  his  will;  their  son,  Roger  Quarles 
II,  b.  1718,  d.  1790,  m.  Mary  Goodloe  (b.  1728),  in  Virginia, 
1744.  Their  daughter  Dianna  Quarles,  b.  June  18,  1761,  m.  Dec. 
23,  1787,  in  Virginia,  to  Asa  Thomson,  b.  Jan.  25,  1764.  Their 
son,  John  Thomson,  b.  1794,  m.  1818  to  Nancy  Ellis;  their  son, 
Pike  Montgomery  Thomson,  b.  1819,  m.  Elizabeth  Elnora  Good¬ 
win  of  Kentucky;  their  daughter,  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson,  m. 
William  Dennis  Bush.  Their  daughter,  LauraLee  Bush,  m.  Tun¬ 
stall  Coates  Rucker.  Her  daughter,  Lois  Eunice  Adams,  m. 
Andrew  Thomas  Stirrat.  They  have  two  children,  Lois  Lee  and 
Thomas  Merrill  Stirrat. 

Tunstall  Coates  Rucker  is  a  descendant  of  Jane  Tunstall  and 
Roger  Quarles  I  through  the  Coates  line. 

There  were  four  West  brothers:  Thomas;  Francis;  John;  and 
Nathaniel.  The  great  house  of  Wests  of  England  were  the  first 
to  display  arms  upon  their  shields.  These  early  armorial  bearings 
were  usually  very  simple.  Among  the  families  of  noble  descent 
who  were  represented  in  this  country  in  the  early  days,  none 
were  of  more  distinguished  lineage  than  the  families  of  Lord  De 
La  Ware  (West).  Royal  blood  flowed  in  their  veins.  The  family 
tree  is  traced  through  Alfred  the  Great,  through  thirteen  genera¬ 
tions  to  Edmond,  Earl  of  Lancaster,  third  son  to  King  Henry  III.

Major  John  West,  the  son  of  Col.  John  West,  the  youngest  son 
of  the  second  Lord  de  la  Warre,  was  Governor  of  the  Virginia 
Colony.  The  three  West  brothers  were  all  Governors  of  the 
Virginia  Colonies;  Col.  West  served  under  Berkley  against  Bacon, 
with  the  rank  of  major,  and  was  in  the  battle  of  Jamestown.  He 
was  a  member  of  Court  Martial,  convened  by  Gov.  Berkeley  to 
try  the  “Rebels.”  In  1699  he  was  one  of  the  Accomack,  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  colonel. 

The  children  of  Major  John  West  and  Elizabeth  Nelson  were: 
Frances  West,  b.  1673,  m.  John  Quarles  III;  Nathaniel  West; 
and  John  West.  This  is  taken  from  DAR  Magazine  of  April, 
1927,  p.  268. 

Arms  of  the  West  family:  Sa.,  on  a  fese  dancette,  three  leop¬ 
ard’s  faces,  and  may  be  seen  onancock  upon  the  tomb  of  Major 
Charles  West.  ( DAR  Magazine ,  April,  1927,  p.  268.)  The  motto: 
Jour  de  Ma  Vie.  In  the  DAR  Magazine ,  1929,  pp.  487-488,  “The 
West  Family  Register.”  Important  lines  traced  from  1326  to 
1928  begin  with  John  de  la  Warre,  1199-1216,  of  Gloucestershire, 
England,  and  are  brought  to  Thomas  West,  third  Lord  De  La 
Warre,  first  Governor  of  Virginia  Colony.  There  were  two  maps 
of  Virginia,  1695,  and  Maryland,  1794,  and  in  the  450  pages  of 
this  book  not  an  inch  is  unoccupied  by  clearly  lined  West  fami¬ 
lies  and  the  lines  of  those  they  married.  This  book  is  in  the 
Memorial  Continental  Hall  Library  in  Washington,  D.C. 


GENEALOGICAL  LINE  OF  SAMUEL  HAWES 
The  First  of  the  Name  in  America 

Samuel  Hawes  came  to  America  before  1727.  He  came  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  with  the  kings  commission  as  a  magistrate.  His  son, 
Samuel,  Jr.,  commanded  a  regiment  in  the  Revolution,  which 
was  fitted  out  by  himself  and  his  father.  In  return  for  his  military 
service  and  the  money  advanced  for  colonial  troops,  he  was 
afterwards  issued  letters  for  patent  for  30,000  acres  of  land  in 
Kentucky.  He  then  moved  his  family  and  slaves  to  Kentucky 
from  Virginia,  and  settled  at  Hawesville,  on  the  Ohio  River. 

Richard  Hawes,  son  of  Samuel,  m.  Hettie  Nicholas,  whose 
father,  George  Nicholas,  had  written  the  Constitution  of  Ken¬ 
tucky,  and  was  the  author  of  the  celebrated  States  Rights  doc- 
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trine.  Proof  of  this,  Encyclopedia  of  the  History  of  Missouri > 
Vol.  3,  p.  203. 

The  Hawes  family  is  related  to  Samuel  Smith,  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  under  Thomas  Jefferson,  and  Secretary  of  State  under 
Madison. 

They  are  also  closely  related  to  the  Richard  Carter  family, 
and  to  Robert  Carey,  who  was  a  colonel  in  the  Colonial  Army. 

Eunice  Hawes  married  P.  F.  Coleman,  and  it  is  family  tradi¬ 
tion  this  Eunice  Hawes  was  granddaughter  of  Samuel  Hawes, 
Jr.,  Some  say  she  was  his  daughter;  we  have  not  found  out  for 
sure. 

Sarah  Coleman,  daughter  of  Eunice  Hawes  and  P.  F.  Cole¬ 
man,  married  Peter  Goodwin,  and  he  was  the  son  of  James  Cole¬ 
man  Goodwin  and  Nancy  Graves,  and  their  son,  Lloyd  King 
Goodwin,  married  Mary  Jane  Graves,  and  their  daughter,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Elnora  Goodwin,  married  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson,  and 
their  daughter,  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson,  married  William  Dennis 
Bush,  and  their  daughter,  LauraLee  Bush,  married  Tunstall 
Coates  Rucker. 

Eunice  Hawes’  mother  was  Ann  Spencer,  daughter  of  Capt. 
Thomas  Spencer  and  Ann  Woodward. 


KNIGHTS  OF  THE  GARTER 
Founded  by  Edward  III,  King  of  England 

At  seventeen  Edward  III  was  a  handsome  lad,  married  to  the 
lovely  Philippa  of  Hainault,  endowed  with  all  the  gifts  of  the 
gods.  He  sought  to  revive  the  flower  of  chivalry. 

At  a  celebration  on  the  eve  of  a  tournament,  Edward  had 
been  dancing  with  the  Countess  of  Salisbury.  When  the  music 
stopped  and  all  noticed  that  one  lady  was  flushed  with  embar¬ 
rassment,  all  eyes  were  focused  on  a  dainty  jeweled  garter  lying 
in  the  middle  of  the  floor.  Without  a  moment’s  hesitation,  the 
king  snatched  up  the  garter  and  held  it  up  for  all  to  see,  pro¬ 
claiming,  “Dishonored  be  he  who  thinks  ill  of  it.”  Instantly  the 
hubbub  ceased  and  the  King  thundered,  “The  garter  will  soon 
be  held  in  such  high  esteem  that  he  may  count  himself  happy  if 
permitted  to  wear  it.”  And  thus  was  bora  the  legend  of  the 
garter. 
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In  the  autumn  of  1437,  Edward  returned  to  England,  and 
began  celebrating  the  success  of  his  campaign  against  France. 
He  held  tournaments  and  daily  festivities.  He  laid  elaborate 
plans  for  building  Windsor  Castle,  begun  by  William  the  Con¬ 
queror,  and  in  commemoration  of  King  Arthur’s  Round  Table 
and  King  Richard’s  Crusade  he  formally  instituted  the  Order  of 
the  Garter.  The  Order  comprised  the  Sovereign,  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  and  twenty-five  knights  and  such  foreign  soveerigns  as 
may  be  chosen.  At  this  time  his  son,  Edward,  was  only  14,  and 
not  yet  knighted.  He  later  won  the  sobriquet  of  the  Black  Prince 
when  his  father  insisted  that  he  wear  a  richly  ornamented  black 
euiras  when  he  won  his  spurs  at  16. 

The  institution  of  the  Order  is  probably  the  finest  contribution 
Edward  made  to  his  reign,  for  the  “Most  Noble  Order  of  the 
Garter”  is  today  considered  the  highest  in  the  world. 

The  founders,  besides  King  Edward,  were  as  follows:  1 — Ed¬ 
ward  the  Black  Prince;  2 — Henry  Plantagenet,  Duke  of  Lan¬ 
caster;  3 — Thomas  Beaucamp,  third  Earl  of  Warwick;  4 — John 
de  Grailly;  5 — John  de  Stafford,  Earl  of  Stafford;  6 — William 
Montacute,  second  Earl  of  Salisbury;  7 — Sir  Roger  Mortimer, 
second  Earl  of  March;  8 — Sir  John  Lisle,  Lord  Lisle  of  Rorg- 
hersh;  9 — Sir  Bartholomew  de  Burghersh,  Lord  Burghersh;  10 — 
Sir  John  Beauchamp,  Lord  Beauchamp  of  Warwick;  11 — John, 
Lord  Mohun  of  Dunster;  12 — Sir  Thomas  Holland,  Earl  of  Kent; 
13 — Sir  Hugh  Courtney;  14 — John  Lord  Grey  of  Rotherfield; 
15 — Sir  Richard  Fitz-Simon;  and  ten  others. 

Joan  Plantagenet,  or  the  Fair  Maid  of  Kent,  married  first 
William  de  Montucute,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  from  whom  she  was 
divorced.  She  is  claimed  to  have  been  the  Lady  Salisbury  who 
lost  her  jeweled  garter  at  the  court  ball  when  Edward  III  picked 
it  up,  and  from  this  incident  organized  the  Knights  of  the  Garter. 
She  married  second  Thomas  Holland,  one  of  the  original  Knights 
of  the  Garter;  third  she  married  Edward,  called  the  Black 
Prince,  from  the  color  of  his  armour,  son  of  Edward  III,  King  of 
England,  by  this  last  marriage  she  was  the  mother  of  Richard  II, 
King  of  England.

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LINEAGE  OF  SARAH  BUSH 


This  lineage  line  of  Sarah  Bush  is  taken  from  letters  written  in 
1873  to  Caleb  Bush,  the  grandfather  of  LauraLee  Bush  Rucker, 
as  well  as  letters  from  her  aunts,  cousins,  and  other  relatives.  My 
grandfather,  Caleb  Bush,  was  born  in  1801  and  died  in  1893, 
and  he  told  me  of  his  people.  He  lived  at  the  home  of  his  son, 
who  was  my  father,  for  three  years  before  he  died. 

Caleb’s  father  was  Lemuel  Ter  Bush.  He  married  Mary  Lane, 
and  her  sister,  Penelope  Lane,  married  Lemuel’s  brother,  Wil¬ 
liam.  Lemuel’s  wife  died  when  Sarah  Bush  was  a  small  child,  so 
her  Aunt  Penelope  and  Uncle  William  took  her  into  their  home 
to  raise. 

Lemuel  married  a  second  time  to  Ann  Freeman.  This  line 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

Sarah  married  Daniel  Johnston,  and  lived  in  Elizabeth  Town, 
Ky.  Sarah  was  twelve  years  older  than  Caleb,  and  in  1819  she 
was  31  and  he  was  19  when  she  married  Tom  Lincoln.  Sarah 
had  four  children  by  Johnston:  John;  Sarah;  Matilda;  and  Hanna. 
Hanna  m.  Ichabod  Radley,  and  Sarah  m.  Dennis  Hanks,  a 
cousin  of  Nancy  Hanks,  Tom  Lincoln’s  first  wife. 

Ichabod  Radley  and  Hanna  had  children.  Hanna  married 
Isaac  Richardson,  and  their  daughter  married  John  H.  Marshall. 

Nancy  Hanks’  father  was  Thomas  Hanks,  and  her  mother  was 
Nancy  Brooks,  and  she  was  Tom  Lincoln’s  first  wife. 

Lemuel  Bush’s  brother  William  was  bom  June  26,  1749,  and 
died  July  25,  1815.  His  wife,  Penelope  Lane,  was  born  Jan.  31, 
1762,  died  Dec.  3,  1828.  They  were  close  friends  of  Daniel  Boone 
and  are  buried  at  Boonsboro,  on  the  farm  owned  at  that  time  by 
Mr.  Dykes. 

Caleb  Bush  was  a  student  at  Harvard.  He  was  studying  to  be 
a  Baptist  minister.  He  said  Sarah  was  very  smart  and  borrowed 
his  books  to  study,  and  the  Family  claim  these  were  the  books 
that  she  helped  Abe  Lincoln  to  study.  It  was  natural  for  her  to 
teach  and  show  the  children  how  to  do  worthwhile  things. 

She  had  her  children,  and  Tom’s  two  children,  and  Dennis 
Hanks  to  look  after.  Did  not  Abe  Lincoln  say  that  all  he  was  and 
ever  hoped  to  be  he  owed  to  his  angel  mother?  And  it  was  years 
before  the  public  knew  he  meant  his  stepmother,  Sarah  Bush. 
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I  have  read  several  stories  written  by  people  that  did  not 
know  what  they  were  writing,  who  said  Sarah  was  not  well  edu¬ 
cated,  when  the  family  knew  she  studied  and  was  tutored  by 
Caleb,  and  by  her  aunt  and  uncle. 

Tom  Lincoln  arrived  from  his  farm  in  Indiana  at  Elizabeth 
Town,  and  asked  Sarah  to  marry  him.  If  she  would,  it  would 
have  to  be  at  once,  for  he  had  to  get  back  to  the  children.  Sarah 
had  been  a  widow  for  three  years,  and  Tom's  wife  died  a  year 
before.  The  families  had  been  neighbors  and  known  each  other 
a  long  time. 

They  were  married  by  a  Methodist  preacher. 

Caleb  Bush  studied  to  be  a  minister.  A  student  of  Oxford  and 
Harvard,  he  read  the  bible  in  the  original  Greek.  He  spoke  sev¬ 
eral  languages,  and  often  said  Sarah  helped  Abe  to  be  President. 

Sarah  Bush  and  Tom  Lincoln  were  to  go  to  Tom's  home  in 
Indiana  by  wagon,  and  when  they  were  ready  to  go,  the  wagon 
was  piled  high  with  Sarah’s  best  things.  The  furniture  was  of  the 
finest  walnut,  nicely  carved;  there  was  a  walnut  bureau,  several 
chests  of  drawers,  nice  chairs,  and  of  course  her  loom,  because 
this  was  what  she  used  to  support  her  children  after  her  husband 
had  died.  It  was  said  she  made  beautiful  carpets,  rugs,  and 
chair  covers.  She  also  did  needle  pointfine  needlework  that  was 
framed  for  pictures.  Her  needlework  and  weaving  were  in  great 
demand  for  the  new  homes  of  the  times. 

She  took  with  her  nice  blankets  she  had  woven,  quilts,  and 
feather  beds.  It  was  told  by  my  Grandpa  that  the  first  thing  she 
did  was  to  have  the  straw  beds  thrown  out,  and  made  the  feather 
beds  comfortable  for  herself  and  family.  Abe  said  it  was  the 
first  time  in  his  life  he  could  remember  being  warm  all  night. 

With  the  encouragement  that  Sarah  gave  Abe  Lincoln,  he 
thought  study  was  very  important,  although  his  father  thought 
it  a  waste  of  time,  and  that  he  should  work.  He  took  his  books 
to  the  fields  with  him,  and  when  he  was  resting  the  horses,  he 
studied. 

Sarah  heard  him  recite  his  lessons,  and  they  read  together, 
books  she  borrowed  from  my  grandfather,  as  we  know  he  was 
in  school  at  Harvard  at  the  time. 

The  families  of  Hanks,  Lincoln,  and  Bush  were  close  neigh¬ 
bors  in  Virginia  and  Kentucky  until  the  trouble  that  Nancy 
Hanks'  mother  had  with  a  rich  planter  who  went  to  war  and 
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left  her.  Not  knowing  of  her  trouble,  Nancy  Hanks  grew  to 
womanhood  in  the  home  of  her  mothers  father,  and  called  her 
mother  Aunt. 


A  FEW  LINES  OF  THE  LINCOLN  FAMILY 

The  oldest  Lincoln  monument,  that  of  Robert  Lincoln,  who 
died  in  1540,  is  in  Hingham  Church  in  Ireland.  The  records  show 
that  the  Lincolns’  ancestors  came  from  Wroxham,  not  far  from 
Blinkling  Hall,  in  Ireland.  The  line  is  Robert,  his  son  Richard, 
his  son  Edward,  his  son  Samuel,  who  sailed  for  New  England 
with  Frances  Laws.  Old  Richard  Lincoln,  Samuel’s  grandfather, 
was  a  very  rich  man,  owning  many  lands  and  castles,  both  in 
Hingham  and  in  Swanton-Morley.  The  fact  that  Richard  Lincoln 
was  buried  in  the  middle  aisle  of  the  Hingham  church,  shows  he 
belonged  to  the  gentry,  which  means  he  was  close  kin  to  royalty. 

When  told  of  his  people  in  Ireland  being  of  the  gentry,  Tom 
Lincoln  would  say,  “What  good  does  that  do  us  when  we  have 
to  work  to  eat?” 

A  bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln  was  unveiled  in  Hingham  Church 
in  Ireland  Oct.  15,  1919,  by  the  American  ambassador,  Hon. 
John  W.  Davis.

Blanche  Monroe  Rusk,  wife  of  Dr.  John  A.  Rusk,  was  the 
daughter  of  Dr.  Lee  Ernest  Monroe,  M.D.,  b.  Mar.  3,  1859,  d. 
Aug.  16,  1914,  m.  Mary  H.  Brown,  1882.  He  was  the  son  of 
James  H.  Monroe,  m.  Oct.  19,  1858,  to  Caroline  Rebecca  Cole¬ 
man,  b.  Mar.  23,  1839,  d.  Feb.  23,  1934.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
William  Harris  Coleman,  son  of  Robert  Coleman  and  Caroline 
Harris.  William  Harris  Coleman’s  wife  was  Hardenia  Goodwin, 
b.  Sept.,  1819,  d.  1904,  m.  Apr.  24,  1838.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Lloyd  King  Goodwin,  b.  Nov.  17,  1791,  m.  Mary  Jane  Graves, 
b.  Jan.  14,  1796.  He  was  the  son  of  James  Coleman,  b.  Mar.  29, 
1761,  d.  Aug.  12,  1814,  m.  Sept.  6,  1782,  to  Nancy  Graves,  b. 
May  27,  1765,  d.  Aug.  12,  1814.  He  was  the  son  of  Peter  Good- 
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win  of  Caroline  Count,  Va.,  b.  1737,  m.  1760  to  Sarah  Coleman, 
daughter  of  the  daughter  of  P.  F.  Coleman  and  Eunice  Hawes; 
Peter  Goodwin  was  the  son  of  James  Goodwin,  b.  Nov.  8,  1758, 
m.  first  Dianna  Chisman,  b.  Oct.  12,  1715,  d.  July  30,  1735, 
married  second  Elizabeth  Chapman.  And  he  was  the  son  of 
Peter  Goodwin,  who  married  Rebecca  Tiplady  in  1696.  She  died 
in  1748.  And  he  was  the  son  of  Major  James  Goodwin,  d.  1678, 
m.  Rachel  Porter,  b.  1630,  d.  May  23,  1666;  and  he  was  the  son 
of  Peter  Goodwin  of  London,  England,  b.  1600,  m.  Sarah  Hillard, 
daughter  of  John  Hillard,  a  London  merchant;  and  Peter  Good¬ 
win  was  the  son  of  Robert  Goodwin  of  West  Minister  and  Tower 
Street,  London.  He  married  Jane  Dollin. 

The  parents  of  Robert  Coleman,  who  married  Caroline  Harris, 
were  Spencer  Coleman  and  wife  Elizabeth  Garland  Goodwin. 

Blanche  Monroe  Rusk,  wife  of  Dr.  John  Rusk,  has  the  same 
lineage  lines  as  LauraLee  Bush  Rucker:  that  is,  the  lines  of 
Goodwin,  all  lines  that  branch  from  the  Goodwin  families,  such 
as  Reade;  Martiau;  and  Beale. 

Blanche  Monroe  Rusk’s  father,  Dr.  Lee  Ernest  Monroe,  is  a 
direct  descendant  of  President  James  Monroe. 

The  great-grandfather  of  Blanche  Monroe  Rusk  was  killed  on 
the  battlefield  during  the  Civil  War,  while  in  the  service  of  the 
Confederate  Army.  An  account  of  this  is  found  in  the  Centennial 
History  of  Missouri ,  Vol.  4,  p.  955. 

President  Monroe  was  born  April  28,  1758,  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Va.  His  father  was  Spence  Monroe,  a  descendant  of 
Andrew  Monroe,  a  Scottish  cavalier;  his  mother  was  Elizabeth 
Jones,  of  Welsh  descent.  She  was  well  educated. 

In  the  DAR  Magazine  of  April,  1928,  is  a  picture  of  President 
Monroe’s  law  office,  and  a  good  write-up  of  the  family.  They 
came  to  America  in  1647.

Blanche  Monroe  and  Dr.  John  Rusk  had  two  children,  a  son 
not  married,  and  a  daughter  Virginia  Lee,  who  married  Dr.  D. 
E.  Boners.  They  have  three  children. 
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SPENCER  WOODWARD;  COLLINS 

Eunice  Hawes  married  P.  F.  Coleman.  They  were  the  parents 
of  Sarah  Coleman,  who  married  Peter  Goodwin,  and  they  were 
the  parents  of  James  Coleman  Goodwin,  who  married  Nancy 
Graves,  and  their  son  was  Lloyd  King  Goodwin,  who  married 
his  cousin,  Mary  Jane  Graves,  and  was  the  parent  of  Elizabeth 
Elnora  Goodwin,  who  married  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson, 
grandparent  of  Laura  Bush. 

The  mother  of  Eunice  Hawes  was  Ann  Spencer,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Spencer  and  his  wife  Ann  Woodward;  Capt.  Thomas 
Spencer  was  the  son  of  Abraham  Spencer,  born  1610,  a  merchant 
in  James  City  County,  Va.,  in  1657. 

Ann  Woodward,  wife  of  Capt.  Thomas  Spencer,  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Christopher  Woodward,  who  was  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Burgesses  from  Westover,  Charles  City  County,  in  1629.  And 
Christopher  Woodward  was  a  son  of  Nathaniel  Woodward,  bom 
in  England  July  10,  1608,  died  1694.  His  second  wife  was 
Katherine.  By  this  wife  he  had  three  children;  by  his  first  wife, 
Mary  Jackson,  he  had  five  children. 

Arms  of  the  Woodward  family:  Argent  two  bars  azure,  over 
all  three  bucks’  heads  cabossed  or.  Crest:  On  a  ducal  coronet  a 
boar’s  head  coupled  argent.  Motto:  Virtus  Semper  Viret  (Virtue 
Ever  Flourishes). 

The  Collins  family:  We  have  read  the  will  of  Daniel  Collins, 
brother  of  Abigail  Collins,  who  married  Rev.  William  Thomson. 
This  will  was  dated  1639,  left  money  to  his  nephew,  Samuel 
Thomson,  and  to  his  sister  Abigail,  and  to  a  sister,  Catherine 
Franknell.  Children  of  Abigail  Collins  and  her  second  husband, 
Rev.  William  Thomson,  were:  Samuel,  who  graduated  from 
Harvard  in  1653;  William;  Mary;  Eleanor  (these  four  bom  in 
England);  Joseph;  and  Benjamin,  born  in  Massachusetts. 


GENEALOGICAL  LINE  OF  SAMUEL  HAWES 

Samuel  Hawes,  the  first  of  this  family  to  arrive  in  this  country, 
came  to  Virginia  in  1727  with  the  king’s  commission  as  a  magis¬ 
trate.  Samuel  commanded  a  regiment  in  the  Revolution,  which 
was  fitted  out  by  himself  and  his  father.  In  return  for  his  military 
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service,  and  the  money  advanced  for  Colonial  troops,  he  was 
afterwards  issued  letters  for  patent  for  thirty  thousand  acres  of 
land  in  Kentucky,  and  he  moved  with  his  family  and  slaves  to 
Kentucky  from  Virginia  and  settled  at  Hawesville,  on  the  Ohio 
River. 

Richard  Hawes,  son  of  Samuel  married  Hettie  Nicholas,  whose 
father,  George  Nicholas,  had  written  the  Constitution  of  Ken¬ 
tucky  and  was  the  author  of  the  celebrated  States  Rights  doctrine. 
Proof:  Encyclopedia  of  the  History  of  Missouri ,  Vol.  3,  p.  203. 

Eimice  Hawes  married  P.  F.  Coleman.  It  is  family  tradition 
that  Eunice  was  a  granddaughter  of  Samuel  Hawes  II.  Some 
say  she  was  his  daughter;  but  we  have  not  found  out  for  sure. 

Sarah  Coleman,  daughter  of  P.  F.  Coleman  and  Eunice  Hawes, 
married  Peter  Goodwin.  He  was  the  son  of  James  Coleman 
Goodwin  and  Nancy  Graves.  Their  son,  Lloyd  King  Goodwin, 
married  Mary  Jane  Graves,  and  their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Elnora 
Goodwin,  married  Pike  Montgomery  Thomson,  and  their  daugh¬ 
ter,  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson,  married  William  Dennis  Bush,  and 
their  daughter  married  Tunstall  C.  Rucker.  Her  name  is  Laura- 
Lee  Bush.

Maty  Lowery  Smith  married  Earl  J.  Huggins,  June  2,  1939. 
She  is  the  daughter  of  William  Barnes  Smith,  b.  Aug.  7,  1880,  d. 
Dec.  29,  1948,  m.  Catherine  Owsley,  b.  Dec.  30,  1883,  d.  Apr.  8, 
1944,  m.  Dec.  9,  1903.  He  was  the  son  of  Casby  Barnes  Smith, 
b.  Oct.  20,  1855,  d.  May  5,  1881,  m.  Victoria  Anspaugh,  b.  Aug. 
28,  1862,  d.  Sept.  2,  1923,  m.  Jan.  6,  1879,  at  Hannibal,  Mo.  He 
was  the  son  of  John  Rodes  Smith,  b.  Feb.  25,  1820,  d.  Aug.  25, 
1884,  m.  Mary  Lowery  Barnes,  b.  Feb.  20,  1829,  d.  Apr.  2,  1904, 
m.  Nov.  30,  1852.  He  was  the  son  of  Asa  Smith,  b.  Mar.  19,  1797, 
m.  Apr.  3,  1818,  to  Ann  Rodes  Thomson,  b.  Nov.  18,  1799,  d. 
Mar.  4,  1872.  He  was  the  son  of  Rodes  Smith,  b.  Mar.  28,  1766, 
d.  Oct.  4,  1845,  m.  Eunice  Thomson,  b.  Mar.  18,  1768,  d.  Sept.  9, 
1840,  m.  Sept.  10,  1787.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William  Thom¬ 
son,  b.  Aug.  13,  1727,  d.  Apr.  27,  1778,  in  Virginia,  m.  Jan.  28, 
1752,  to  Ann  Rodes,  b.  Dec.  26,  1734,  d.  July  29,  1802.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  John  Rodes,  Sr.,  b.  Nov.,  1697,  d.  May  5,  1775, 
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m.  at  St.  Ann  Parish,  in  Kentucky,  to  Mary  Crawford,  b.  Mar. 
3,  1703,  d.  May  16,  1794.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  David 
Crawford,  b.  1662,  d.  1762,  m.  1695,  in  Virginia,  to  Elizabeth 
Smith,  b.  1665.  He  was  the  son  of  David  Crawford,  b.  1625  in 
New  Kent  County,  Va.,  d.  1710,  m.  1654.  And  he  was  the  son  of 
John  Crawford,  b.  1600,  d.  1689,  in  Kilbrini,  Scotland. 

Ann  Rodes  Thomson  was  the  daughter  of  John  Thomson  and 
Sarah  Woodson  Ragland.  This  John  was  the  son  of  William 
Thomson,  b.  1727,  and  Ann  Rodes,  b.  1734.

His  brother-in-law 
was  Edmond  Waller,  the  British  poet,  and  friend  of  King 
Charles  I.

Their  son,  Francis  Tompkins,  m.  Frances  Quarles,  daughter  of 
Roger  Quarles  II  and  Mary  Goodloe.  Their  daughter,  Dorothy 
Tompkins,  m.  Tarleton  Durrett.  Their  daughter,  Belinda,  m. 
Capt.  Thomas  Coates,  and  had  John  Tunstall  Coates,  who  mar- 
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ried  Amanda  Smith.  They  had  a  daughter,  Belinda  Coates,  who 
married  John  F.  Rucker,  and  had  Tunstall  Coates,  who  married 
LauraLee  Bush.

Mrs.  William  Fields  was  Lucy  Nowland.  She  first  married 
William  Fields,  then  Robert  Thomson,  b.  1800,  whose  first  wife 
was  Elizabeth  Bryant,  half  sister  of  Nancy  Ellis.  Her  mother 
was  Elizabeth  Shipp.  Nancy  married  John  Thomson,  then  after 
his  death  married  Horace  Coleman.  Their  son,  Marquis,  married 
Lucy  Nowland’s  daughter  Berry  Fields.  Another  son,  Cisero 
Coleman,  married  Eva  Fields,  a  sister  of  Joe  Fields,  a  banker  in 
Slater,  Mo.  Lucy  Townsend  Nowland  was  the  daughter  of  Pay- 
ton  Nowland.  Her  mother  was  Lucy  Townsend,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Townsend. 

The  Fields  families  were  close  kin  to  Eugene  Fields,  the 
writer;  David  R.  Francis  was  close  kin  to  the  Fields  and  Thom¬ 
son  families.  He  was  the  Boy  Governor  of  Missouri,  and  was 
ambassador  to  Russia  during  the  First  World  War.

Robert  Yancy  Thomson  was  born  in  1800,  died  in  1863,  mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth  Bryant  in  1822.  She  was  born  in  1805.  His  second 
wife  was  Lucy  Townsend  Nowland,  married  on  June  23,  1826. 
His  children  were  John  Jessie,  his  only  child  by  his  first  wife, 
b.  1823;  Alvin,  b.  1841;  Lucy  Ann  m.  William  Elis  Thomson,  her 
cousin;  Leona,  b.  1835,  m.  William  Breckenridge  Brown,  Feb. 
14,  1853;  Elizabeth  Bryant,  b.  1833,  m.  Richard  Henry  Jenkins, 
Feb.  5,  1855;  Asa  Payton  Thomson  m.  Martha  Woodson  Salton- 
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stall  in  1856,  who  was  a  sister  of  Sam  Saltonstall,  who  married 
Laura  Thomson,  daughter  of  Pike;  Quincy  Adams  Thomson  m. 
Flora  Elizabeth  McDaniel  in  1856;  Mary  Frances  m.  William 
Grant  Fowler  in  1864;  Robert  Kirtley;  Susan  m.  Dr.  Howard 
Ford  in  1884,  who  had  four  children  by  first  wife;  Zachary  Taylor 
Thomson,  b.  1847. 

Robert  Yancy  Thomson,  b.  1800,  was  the  son  of  Asa  Thomson 
and  Dianna  Quarles. 

Lucy  Ann  Brown,  daughter  of  Leona  Thomson  and  William 
Breckenridge  Brown,  married  a  Mr.  Wing  of  Boonville,  Mo., 
who  later  lived  in  Marshall,  Mo.  A  son  of  Leona  and  William 
married  and  lived  in  Marshall,  Mo.,  and  a  daughter  Miss  Brown, 
lived  there  all  her  life. 

The  children  of  Elizabeth  Bryant  Thomson  and  Richard 
Jenkins  were  George;  Robert;  and  Asa.  They  were  in  the  hard¬ 
ware  business  in  Slater,  Mo. 

Fields  coat  of  arms:  Crest,  a  dexter  arm  issuing  out  of  the 
clouds,  Fessways  ppr.,  habited  Guls,  holding  on  right  hand  a 
sphere  Or.  Motto:  San  Dieu  Rien  (Without  God,  Nothing). 

General  David  Thomson  was  born  in  Richmond,  Va.,  Aug.  21, 
1775.  He  was  next  to  the  youngest  of  twelve  children.  The  oldest 
brother,  Rodes,  was  born  in  1754  and  was  22  years  of  age  at  the 
beginning  of  the  war.  The  father,  William  Thomson,  was  a 
merchant  and  had  business  connections,  as  is  seen  from  old 
letters  still  in  existence,  with  the  house  of  F.  M.  Branham, 
Glasgow,  Scotland.  One  of  the  letters  reads  as  follows:

William  Thomson  Esq., 

Richmond,  Va. 

Dear  Sir: 

Samuel  Thomson  seems  to  be  the  one  you  are  looking  up,  at 
Ayreshire.  Married  Molly  McDonald.  He  left  here  in  1715  but 
lived  in  Wales  a  while;  he  sent  the  certificate  of  his  marriage  to 
Ayreshire  in  1726.  His  father  was  William  Thomson,  Gent.,  of 
Blair  Manor,  of  Ayreshire.

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William  Thomson  was  born  in  Richmond,  Va.,  Aug.  10,  1727. 
When  the  war  broke  out  he  was  49  years  old  and  the  father  of 
eleven  children.  His  wife,  the  mother  of  his  twelve  children, 
was  Anna  Rodes,  daughter  of  John  Rodes,  from  whom  a  numer¬ 
ous  family  of  that  name  in  Kentucky  are  descended.  William 
Thomson’s  father,  Samuel  Thomson,  moved  to  America  from 
Wales  in  1717.  He  was  bom  in  Scotland,  but  being  an  Anabaptist 
was  persecuted  and  was  constrained  to  leave  the  country,  going 
first  to  Wales  in  1715,  and  thence  to  America  in  1717,  locating 
in  Virginia,  where  he  married  Molly  McDonald,  a  Scotch  girl, 
in  1726.  William  was  his  only  child,  so  far  as  is  known. 

An  old  letter  in  the  possession  of  William  Warren,  Donevail, 
Ky.,  one  of  his  descendants,  shows  that  the  genealogy  of  the 
family  is  preserved  in  the  parish  church  of  Ayreshire  back  to  the 
year  1616.  The  following  is  a  copy:

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JENKINS  FAMILIES 


This  line  of  the  Jenkins  Families,  who  settled  on  Edisto  Island, 
show  relationship  with  the  Ripons  of  Johns  Island;  Chaplins; 
La  Roches;  Grimballs;  Fripps;  and  various  families.  The  earliest 
mention  is  that  of  John  Jenkins,  Deputy  for  the  Earl  of  Craven 
and  Governor  of  Carolina,  or  rather  of  Albemarle. 

The  story  of  the  settlement  of  this  part  of  Carolina  uncovers 
an  amazing  interlude  in  History’s  prose.  Here  in  the  wilderness 
was  established  a  kingdom  within  a  kingdom,  with  titles,  courts, 
and  formalities.  This  nobility,  aristocracy,  or  whatever  we  call  it, 
was  the  one  nobility  ever  known  in  America.  It  existed  from 
1670  to  1719,  when  it  was  overthrown  by  what  is  known  in 
history  as  the  Bloodless  Revolution  of  1719. 

When  Charles  II  was  restored  to  his  throne,  he  had  little  with 
which  to  reward  his  restorers  except  lands  in  the  new  world; 
but  he  was  generous  with  these,  and  gave  a  slice  right  out  of  the 
middle,  and  all  the  way  across  to  the  South  Seas  (the  Pacific 
Ocean),  to  a  group  of  faithful  noblemen.  “This  Grant  Model,” 
as  it  was  called,  was  signed  by  eight  noblemen,  or  Lord  Propri¬ 
etors,  when  they  met  at  the  Cockpit  in  London,  England,  in 
1669.  A  palatinate  was  created  and  an  aristocracy  founded. 

Graduated  land  estates  were  granted  with  the  Titles  of  Land¬ 
grave,  carrying  48,000  Acres.  The  code  also  provided  that  the 
titles  and  land  were  to  descend  forever  to  the  heirs.  The  manners 
and  the  wearing  of  the  jewels,  the  fashions,  were  court  matters 
and  strictly  regulated.  Many,  Southern  families  still  hold  these 
old  grants,  and  sometimes  the  financial  condition  known  as 
Hand  poor”  has  resulted.  The  land  between  the  Ashley  and  the 
Cooper  rivers  was  selected  for  the  earliest  settlement.  The  build¬ 
ing  of  surprisingly  beautiful  homes  went  merrily  on;  bricks  were 
brought  from  England  and  Holland,  tapestry  from  France, 
statues  from  Italy,  London,  and  Liverpool.  Brick  House,  as  it 
was  called,  was  one  of  these  beautiful  homes.  Brick  House  was 
owned  by  the  Jenkins  family,  and  it  is  treasured  by  a  twentieth- 
century  member  of  that  family. 

Pages  could  be  written  about  the  families  of  the  South,  de¬ 
scendants  of  these  noblemen  who  were  given  these  lands  by 
Charles  II.  Richard  (Uncle  Dick),  b.  1790,  d.  1857,  was  a  son  of 
Benjamin  Jenkins  of  Brick  House,  Edesto  Island.  Ben  was  a 
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member  of  the  Provincial  Congress;  the  Council  of  Safety,  and 
was  an  officer  in  Collection  Regiment  Revolutionary  War. 

The  old  homes  stand  as  Memorials.  The  line  of  William  Jen¬ 
kins,  b.  1650,  came  to  Edesto  Island  on  the  Carolinas  in  1670. 
Joseph  Jenkins,  b.  1710.  Richard,  b.  1790,  married  Martha  Ripon. 
He  died  in  1857,  and  left  descendants.  This  is  history.  Quite  an 
account  is  given  in  the  DAR  Magazine  of  Oct.,  1928.  This  gives 
facts  and  pictures  of  the  family,  especially  Richard  Jenkins,  b. 
1790,  as  well  as  the  picture  of  Brick  House.

My  Dear  Mrs.  Rucker: 

My  mother,  Mrs.  Lizzie  A.  White,  requests  me  to  answer  your 
letter,  as  she  is  not  able  to  write.  She  is  happy  to  relate  some  of 
the  facts,  which  are  of  interest  to  the  present  generation. 

The  story,  part  history  and  part  legendary,  told  that  one  Aaron 
Quesenbury  resided  in  Germany,  and  was  a  descendant  of  Ger¬ 
man  nobility.  He  was  a  scientist  and  inventor,  and  superintended 
the  making  of  broadcloth,  both  in  weaving  and  dyeing.  His 
knowledge  of  chemistry  brought  out  the  beautiful  colors  needed. 

He  rebelled  at  the  custom  of  having  to  select  his  wife  from 
among  the  nobility,  and  displeased  the  throne  by  his  democratic 
ideas,  and  married  the  girl  of  his  choice  who  happened  to  be  of 
the  royal  house  of  England.  He  was  given  his  choice  of  ostracism 
or  prison.  By  that  time  he  cared  little,  so  he  chose  to  leave  the 
land  and  went  to  England. 

He  again  made  use  of  his  head,  a  family  characteristic.  He 
now  made  cloth  for  nobility,  this  time  for  the  English  king,  who 
happened  was  his  wife’s  uncle.  The  king,  wishing  to  recognize 
his  skill  as  well  as  to  gratify  the  family  ambition,  made  him  a 
lord,  and  gave  him  a  seat  in  Parliament.  This  gave  him  an  op- 
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portunity  to  study  law.  He  left  England  and  came  to  America 
and  to  Kentucky,  where  the  old  Southern  aristocracy  of  the 
Bush-Quesenbury  Alliance  was  born.  These  families  intermarried 
for  several  generations. 

A  number  of  members  of  this  family  came  to  Missouri  in  the 
early  days.  There  were  Caleb;  William;  Stephen;  Pleasant; 
Andrew;  Joyce;  and  Ann. 

This  Joyce  married  Stephen  Quesenbury,  and  later  went  to 
Texas.  Ann  married  a  Mr.  Berry;  another  married  a  Martin. 

Colby  Bush,  son  of  Billy  Bush,  married  Miss  Quesenbury.  She 
was  a  sister  of  Mary  Quesenbury,  who  married  the  well-known 
pioneer  minister,  the  Rev.  Pleasant  Gentry. 

My  grandmother’s  grandmother  was  a  Tilford,  and  was  buried 
by  the  side  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  William  Jewell,  founder  of  William 
Jewell  College.  They  are  in  the  cemetery,  south  of  Columbia. 

The  Foster  descendants  of  Gen.  Foster  came  to  us  through 
the  Palmer  relatives  and  are  traced  to  the  kings  of  London, 
England.  Most  of  this  history  can  be  verified  in  the  archives  of 
Cologne,  Germany,  and  of  London,  England,  and  of  course  the 
Library  of  Washington,  D.C.,  and  the  Missouri  Historical  Society, 
Columbia,  Missouri,  and  the  Missouri  Library  Commission, 
Jefferson  City,  Missouri.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  BIBLE 


Of  interest  to  historians  here  is  a  revised  version  of  the 
Septuagint  Bible,  published  by  Falcons  Wing  Press  of  Indian 
Mills,  Colorado,  which  used  the  translation  of  Charles  Thomson. 

Charles  Thomson’s  English  translation  of  the  Septuagint  Bible, 
the  oldest  version  of  the  Old  Testament,  was  bequeathed  to  his 
great-nephew  John  Thomson,  whose  son,  Pike  Montgomery 
Thomson,  lived  at  Slater,  Mo. 

The  new  Bible,  which  is  in  the  Zion  Research  Library,  cites  in 
its  foreword  that  Charles  Thomson,  who  was  born  in  1729  and 
died  in  the  United  States  in  1824,  was  the  first  translator  of  the 
Septuagint  Bible  from  the  Greek  into  English,  a  painstaking 
work  of  decades  which  was  finally  published  in  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  in  1808.  One  of  the  greatest  Greek  scholars  of  his  time.  He 
was  Secretary  of  the  Continental  Congress,  1774—1780. 

The  foreword  continues  that  Thomson’s  work  of  translation 
and  scholarship  was  sound  and  honest,  as  were  his  official  activi¬ 
ties,  and  he  left  us  a  valuable  basic  translation,  deserving  all  the 
more  merit  in  view  of  the  limited  state  of  ancient  discoveries  in 
his  day,  and  also  of  the  fact  he  worked  practically  isolated. 

It  was  because  of  the  excellence  and  soundnes  as  well  as  on 
account  of  the  abiding  historical  interest  attached  to  Thomson’s 
work  that  led  to  its  selection  with  little  hesitation  as  the  Sep¬ 
tuagint  Bible. 

Since  March,  1825,  it  was  presented  by  Charles  Thomson’s 
great-nephew  John  Thomson  to  J.  P.  Norris,  friend  of  his  late 
uncle,  and  then  to  the  Director  of  the  Library  Company  of 
Philadelphia.  The  Thomson  translation  has  been  fitting  enough 
in  the  valuable  collection  of  the  oldest  public  library  in  America, 
the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia,  founded  in  1781  by 
Thomson’s  friend,  Benjamin  Franklin. 

The  earliest  Septuagint  manuscript  is  the  Vatican  MS  in  the 
Vatican  Library  at  Rome,  while  the  next  two  oldest,  the  Siniatic 
and  Alexandrine  Codices,  are  in  the  British  Museum. 

The  Siniatic  Manuscript  derived  its  name  from  the  fact  that 
it  was  found  in  a  convent  on  Mt.  Sinai;  and  the  Alexandrine, 
because  it  was  presented  to  the  Patriarch  of  Alexandria  in  the 
year  1098. 
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Prior  to  the  recent  publication,  the  Septuagint  Bible  has  lain 
dormant  despite  the  fact  that  the  Psalms  for  the  Old  Testament 
were  sung  in  most  of  the  liturgies  of  the  Western  world. 

The  Bible’s  foreword  also  states  that  while  Thomson’s  transla¬ 
tion  is  the  first  and  the  finest  English  translation,  it  has  gone  a 
long  time  unnoticed,  and  is  now  being  given  its  rightful  recogni¬ 
tion. 

This  was  printed  in  a  newspaper  in  Pont  Pleasant,  West  Vir¬ 
ginia.  And  it  is  said  the  Bible  is  in  the  Library  in  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania.

1875 
Part  I 

(1)1  embarked  for  a  voyage  on  the  dark  blue  sea,  My  bark 
was  but  frail  I  know  I  had  no  choice;  it  was  not  left  to  me, 
But  Destiny  forced  me  to  go. 

(  2)  We  sailed  to  the  west,  where  the  sunlit  sky  seemed  dark 
with  an  angry  cloud.  With  a  gentle  breeze  we  rode  the 
waves,  Through  which  our  bark  so  gently  plowed. 

(  3)  Oh,  where  we  were  going,  I  could  not  say;  We  were  sailing 
on  the  ocean  of  life,  And  wherever  the  tide,  the  wind,  and 
the  wave,  Would  take  us,  just  so  went  our  life. 

(  4)  We  sailed  on  for  days,  Oh  how  happy  were  they,  When  not 
a  wave  of  sorrow  was  seen.  We  awoke  to  new  joys  on  each 
coming  day,  And  we  noticed  the  islands  looked  green. 

(  5)  The  birds  sang  so  sweet  on  each  island  we  passed,  we 
would  stop,  but  Time  always  said  no.  It  was  Fate  at  the 
helm  who  was  steering  our  craft,  And  wherever  he  steered 
we  must  go. 

(6)1  remember  well  that  dreadful  night,  When  the  storm  cloud 
burst  in  its  fury,  When  we  all  awoke  in  terrible  fright,  And 
flew  to  the  deck  in  a  hurry. 

(  7)  Our  bark  was  tossed  on  the  terrible  waves,  For  the  billows 
were  mountains  high.  There  stood  Fate,  but  he  refused  to 
save,  for  he  well  knew  who  must  die. 

(  8)  The  thunders  of  terror,  majestic  and  grand,  Like  the  voice 
of  God,  made  us  tremble.  The  lightning  came  crashing, 
our  ship  was  unmanned — We  prayed  to  God  in  our  hearts, 
and  were  humble. 

(  9)  Now  when  I  think  of  that  terrible  storm,  Could  the  heart 
speak  the  depth  of  its  sorrow,  Or  the  grief  that  we  felt  at 
the  awful  alarm,  How  we  sighed  when  we  thought  of  the 
morrow? 

( 10 )  The  morrow  came,  but  the  storm  grew  worse,  And  our  ship 
struck  the  rocks  on  the  shore,  And  went  down  by  Fate,  in 
its  burial  place,  while  I  alone  escaped  to  the  shore. 
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(11)  I  stood  on  the  shore  of  this  mountain  isle,  And  looked 
back,  when  I  could  see,  That  the  only  one  I  had  ever 
loved  Had  sunk  beneath  life’s  sea. 

Part  II 

(12)  Time  bid  me  go  on,  Fate  said  I  must  go  And  pursue  on 
the  journey  of  life,  I  must  press  on  the  way,  if  I  did  go 
alone.  And  heed  not  its  sorrow  and  strife. 

(13)  Our  life  is  a  dream  as  we  float  down  the  stream;  Time 
carries  us  swiftly  along.  How  bright  is  our  joy,  how  happy 
the  hour,  Till  Fate  changes  the  notes  of  our  song! 

(14)  I  was  lost  on  these  mountains  while  hunting  my  way  On 
the  rugged  rough  journey  of  life.  The  night  seemed  dark, 
but  the  twilight  gray  added  gloom  to  my  sorrow  and  strife. 

( 15 )  I  came  to  a  valley  of  sadness  and  gloom,  Where  ran  a  dark 
turbid  stream.  I  stood  on  its  brink,  in  sorrow  alone,  And 
wept  o’er  the  trouble  I’d  seen. 

(16)  I  crossed  the  waters  of  this  turbid  stream.  I  found  it  both 
muddy  and  deep.  I  hung  to  the  willows  I  saw  in  my  dream. 
While  climbing  the  bank  was  so  steep. 

(17)  And  while  I  stood  on  its  sorrowful  shore,  And  looked  on 
the  way  I  must  go,  Such  mountains,  and  rocks,  I’d  ne’er 
seen  before,  Nor  such  sturdy  oaks,  I  do  know. 

( 18 )  I  climbed  the  first  rock  that  lay  in  my  way,  And  stood  on 
its  mossy  face,  And  looked  at  the  rocks  by  the  twilight  gray 
That  were  piled  in  this  mountain  place. 

(19)  And  while  I  stood  in  that  lonesome  place,  I  own  that  I 
felt  no  fear.  For  my  life  had  now  no  charms  for  me — Oh 
God,  why  was  I  here? 

(20)  I  turned  and  looked,  the  trees  were  green,  Their  tops  by 
the  wind  was  laid,  And  there  by  the  rocks  stood  the 
Mountain  Queen,  A  lovely  beautiful  maid. 

(21)  God  sometimes  sends  an  angel  To  help  us  on  the  way 
That  Fate  has  marked  out  for  us,  And  we  must  go  without 
delay. 

(22)  ’Twas  thus  she  spoke  and  sweetly  said,  “Kind  sir,  I  have 
been  watching  you.  I  have  seen  the  sorrow  of  your  heart, 
But  I’m  lost  on  the  Mountain,  too. 

(23)  “I  came  through  the  same  dark  valley,  And  have  tasted 
sorrow’s  cup.  My  young  life  has  been  so  bitter,  Will  you 
help  me  to  the  mountain  top?” 
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(24)  I  reached  my  hand  to  the  maiden,  And  helped  her  on  the 
rock,  And  by  the  help  we  gave  each  other.  We  soon  scaled 
to  the  mountain  top. 

( 25 )  There  on  top  of  the  mountain.  Was  a  broad  extended  plain. 
And  there  was  a  crystal  fountain,  And  the  field  looked 
bright  and  green. 

(26)  The  sun  shone  bright  and  lovely.  With  a  smooth  road  to 
lead  us  on,  When  she  turned  and  said  so  sweetly,  “Oh, 
come,  let  us  go  on.” 

(27)  She  surely  must  have  been  an  angel.  Quite  too  pure  for 
earth,  I  know.  And  only  sent  to  see  me  started  On  the  way 
I  ought  to  go. 

( 28 )  Twas  the  first  I  looked  at  the  maiden,  By  the  brilliant  light 
of  day.  I  wanted  to  see  if  I  knew  her,  And  hear  what  she 
had  to  say. 

(29)  We  stood  by  the  crystal  fountain,  By  the  roses  and  lilies 
bright.  I  looked  at  the  Queen  of  the  Mountain.  Oh,  it  was 
a  lovely  sight! 

(30)  She  was  just  the  Queen  of  the  Fairies,  But  for  the  moment 
sent  To  fill  the  heart  with  joy.  But  really  to  torment. 

( 31 )  Such  a  star  of  charming  beauty  Always  charms  the  soul  of 
men.  If  we  have  a  kindred  spirit,  Then  escape  we  never 
can. 

(32)  There  was  hanging  over  her  shoulders  Her  loose  and  flow¬ 
ing  hair.  Such  beauty,  it’s  no  wonder  Her  brown  eyes 
charmed  me  there. 

(33)  I  fell  in  love  with  the  maiden,  And  thus  to  her  did  say, 
“You’ve  won  me  by  your  beauty.  And  sweet  and  artless  way. 

(34)  “Your  good  sense  has  charmed  me,  As  well  as  your  kind 
good  heart.  Oh,  tell  me  can  you  love  me!  I  must  know 
before  we  part.” 

(35)  She  paused  and  looked  in  a  pensive  mood,  Then  cast  her 
eyes  on  me,  And  spoke  in  a  mild  sweet  voice,  as  calm  as 
the  summer  sea. 

(36)  “You  ask  me  ‘Can  I  love  you’:  I  will  tell  you  how  ’twill  be. 
As  the  ivy  clings  to  the  sturdy  oak,  So  my  heart  will  cling 
to  thee.” 

(37)  Oh,  how  I  would  strive  for  Heaven,  If  I  could  be  as  happy 
there  As  when  she  told  me  that  she  loved  me,  I  would 
never  sin  again. 
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(38)  You  may  think  I  have  little  to  do,  To  fall  in  love  that  way, 
But  he  that  could  resist  those  charms,  Must  be  more  than 
mortal  clay. 

(39)  Sometimes  charmed  by  the  tenderest  love,  Till  our  soul 
seems  to  cling  to  the  fair,  As  we  worship  our  Idol  as  heaven 
above,  But  the  finger  of  Fate  will  be  there. 

Part  III 

(40)  We  had  traveled  but  a  short  way,  When  a  devil  came 
along,  And  persuaded  her  to  hate  me  By  some  false  and 
lying  tongue. 

(41)  I  knew  not  what  was  told  her;  I  will  never  be  informed. 
It’s  enough  to  know  my  fairy  Was  gone,  forever  gone. 

(42)  Now,  such  is  life,  we  go  down  its  tide,  Sometimes  in  a 
calm  summer  sea,  Then  through  its  storms  and  breakers  to 
ride,  From  Fate,  the  dream  pilot,  never  free. 

(43)  Then  we  are  charmed  by  the  song  of  the  birds,  And  oft  in 
our  pathway  are  flowers.  Then  comes  such  sorrow  that’s 
not  told  in  words.  See  how  Fate  has  mixed  up  the  hours. 

(44)  Sometimes  in  anger  we  are  blinded  with  rage,  And  then 
we  would  sink  in  despair,  Now  buoyed  by  hope,  we  act 
like  a  sage,  But  the  finger  of  Fate  will  be  there. 

This  poem,  Oh  what  shall  I  name  it?  It  is  done  and  it 
is  not  too  late.  I  own  it  is  all  drawn  from  the  fancy; 

Then  call  it  “The  Dream  of  Fate.” 

William  Dennis  Bush,  the  writer  of  this  poem,  was  married  to 
Miss  Ann  E.  Payne  in  1865.  After  a  few  years  she  developed  con¬ 
sumption,  and  died  on  Feb.  17,  1873.  This  poem  describes  his 
happiness  down  the  stream  of  life,  and  down  to  the  eleventh 
verse.  Then  from  the  eleventh  verse  to  the  twentieth,  he  describes 
his  despair  at  her  death,  and  his  loneliness.  Then  he  takes  heart 
again  in  Verse  20,  on  down  to  Part  3.  He  and  Ruth  have  trouble 
of  some  kind,  and  decide  to  part,  but  after  a  few  months  made 
up  again  and  married  Feb.  2.  Ruth  Victoria  Thomson  and 
William  Dennis  Bush  had  ten  children.  There  were  no  children 
by  the  first  marriage.  They  married  1876. 

This  poem  was  written  in  the  year  1875.  At  this  writing,  the 
paper  is  so  old  it  is  crumbling  and  hard  to  handle  without  falling 
to  pieces.  I  like  it  and  I  hope  you  do.
